MR. SPEAKER!” 
THE IMPORTANCE OF THE OLYMPIAN NOD. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Wasuineton, D. C., April 13.—There is much 


interest felt in all politicai circles regarding the 
course which Speaker Randall may pursue to- 
morrow in recognizing members. It depends 
wholly upon the Speaker which members of the 
Maine delegation shall be recognized, for, since 
the foundation of the Government, it has been 
the rule that the States shall be called for bills 
in order, commencing with the State of Maine. 
The inflationists have endeavored to have this 
rule changed this session, so that the States 


shall be called in their alphabetical order, 
but that proposition has pot yet 
been entertained. Maine wül first de 
called, but it is not certain which 


of its members the Speaker will first recognize. 
The Representatives from the first three dis- 
tricts are Republicans,—namely, Reed, First, 
Frye, Second, and Lyndsey, Third. The Repre- 
sentatives from the two remaining districts are 
Greenbackers,—Ladd and Murch. An examina- 
tion of the records of the last three Congresses 
shows that Frye, of Maine, bas been the first 
person recognized to introduce bills. 
THIS RECOGNITION 
is due, chiefly, to the fact that be is the dean, 
in point of service, of the Maine delegation, al- 
though representing the Second District. It is 
scarcely probabie that the Speaker will recognize 
Murch or Ladd first. Such recognition 
would be contrary to all precedent, and 
could bave po other interpretation than that 
Speaker Randall bimself had surrendered to the 
Greenbackers. Should any of the three Repub- 
lican members be first recognized, it would be 
possible for them either to have 
SOME VERY LONG BILL 

read toconsume the morning bour, or to pre- 
sent, at the request of their friends, a vast num- 
ber off bills. It, ou the contrary, the Greep- 
backers should be recoguized, their bills would 
not, as a matter of course, go to the Banking or 
Currency Committee in the morning hour, as it 


is possible for the Republicans to fiili- 
buster out the time of the wmorn- 
ing hour by moving to refer any 


Greenback bill to various committees,—the 
Committee on Manufactures, for instance,—as 
the most suitable Committee, and upon every 
motion for reference, although no debate is in 
order, a roll-call can be demanded. There are 
hard-money men enough to secure two roll- 
calls, and these 
WOULD CONSUME THE MORNING HOUR. 

While the Speaker bas not indicated what his 
course will be, there is not much probability 
that the inflationists can get any of their 
measures referred to the Committee to-morrow, 
unless the Republicans shall decide that it is 
more to the party interest that those wild 
schemes should be presented by the Democrats, 
and their full plans be thus developed. 

THE CAUCUS. 
ITS OBJECT. 
Special Mate to The Tribune. 

Wasnincton, D. C., April, 13.—The report 
that, at the Republican Senatorial caucus yes- 
terday, it was decided to introduce a resolution 
requesting the President to direct the Federal 
officers in the Southern States from which the 
negroes are removing to give all the informa- 
tion obtainable on the subject of the exodus, is 
incorrect. No action was taken on any subject. 
The principal object of the caucus was to com- 
pare notes as to the situation of the Army Dill 
in the Senate, and especially as 
to the attitude of the President. 
It is evident that there are apprehensions on the 
part of some Republican Senators that the Pres- 
dent may approve the Army bill. Gen. Gar- 
field’s admission in the House that a bill might 
be passed containing the objectionable features 
of the Army bill as aseparate measure, has 
done much to create alarm among Republicans 
who think that Gartield may in some sense have 
had authority from the President to make such 
astatement. Those who have the best means 
of information, however, say there is no possi- 
ble doubt that the Presiaent will veto the Army 
bill in its present shape. 

A LONG DEBATE. 

The consultation of Republican Senators yes- 
terday showed that the debate on the political 
legislation of both the Appropriation bills will 
be exhaustive. The object of the Republicans 
will be to attack the Democrats at every point, 
and wage aggressive war. There were some who 
expressed doubts that the President would sign 
the Army bill, but these originated with those 
who have constantly been classed as anti- 
Administration Sevators, and their talk appears 
to be more particularly for the purpose of 
creating an impression that the President is 
wavering and needs to be strengthened by a 
formidable display of Republican solidity. But. 
unless the President’s nearest friends are wholly 
mistaken, the President is as decided in opposi- 
tion to all portions of the pending political leg- 
islation as any member of the Senate or House. 

PROMOTIONS. 
HOPE FOR THE OFFICERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineoron, D. C., April 13.—There is great 
anxiety among army officers at the action of the 
Senate on the subject of promotions. In the 
last Army Approrriation bill there was a clause 
providing that, from that date, there should be 
no promotions in the army until after the re- 
port of the Burnside Joint Committee had been 
made and acted upon by Congress. The Joint 
Committee made their report to Congress, but 
there was no action thereupon by Congress, and 
the reorganization project fell through, and the 
Forty-fifty Congress expired of its own limita- 
tions. In the meantime, under the operation of 
the law, certain officers of the line and staff 
have been retired, while others have died, re- 
signed, or been dismissed in the usual course, 
and other officers in the order of seniority have 
been nominated for promotion to the vacancies. 

THE LEGAL QUESTION 
involved is whether these promotions above the 


| grade of First Lieutenant are in conflict with 


the provisions of the act of March 18, 1878. 
The Judge Advocate General holds, in effect, 
that the failure of the Forty-fifth Congress to 
adopt or reject the report of the Joint Commit- 
tee’s action is not within the meaning of the 
law, and the army is thereby left in statu quo 
as before the passage of the bill, and that, there- 
fore, no existing laws are suspended; hence, the 
nominations for promotions, being in accordance 
with existing laws, not repealed, modified, 
or altered by reason of the Forty-fifth 
Congress failing to adopt or reject the report, 
are proper, in, conformity with the law, and 
should be, unless there be special objections in- 
terposed to particular cases, confirmed by the 
Senate. 
THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON MILITARY AFFAIRS 
were at first indisposed to regard this question 
in this light, but, upon reflection, considered 
the proposition should be remitted to the Sen- 
ate for its opipion and action. It has been sug- 
gested that the matter must of necessity ve 
referred to the Judiciary Committee, under the 
hypothesis that, being purely a question of law, 
the Judiciary Committee should pass upon it. 
This is vot likely to be the case, for the 
reason that the Committee on Military Affairs, 
being composed of members well versed in law, 
both civil and military, and as a body equally, 
if not more, capable of disposing of cognate 
questions, would naturally resent any attempt 
to transfer their functions and responsibility to 
any other Committee. Of course, there can 
arise no question as to the promotion of Sec- 
ond-Lieutenants, but a diversity of opinion ex- 
ists as to whether, in the event it should be de- 
termined adversely to the views of the Judge 
Advocate General, First-Lieutenants can be pro- 
moted to Captaincies under the provision of 
Sec. 13, act of June 18, 1878. 
COINAGE, 
JUDGE KELLEY’S PROPOSITION, 

Wasninoton, April 13.—Jndge Kelley has 
prepared and will to-morrow introduce in the 
House of Representatives, under call of the 
States, if Penns))lvania be reached, a bill which 
is designed to remedy the fnconveniences and 
losses occasioned to workmen and retail dealers 
by the accumulation on their hands of certain 
denominations of silver coinage. It proposes to 
require the Treasury and all Sab-Treasuries of 
the United to redeem with legal-tender money 
subsidiary silver coins whenever presented for 
redemntion in sums of $5 or multiples thereof, 
and also provides that further coinage of trade 
dollars shall be stopped, that they shal! for 
twelve menths be receivable at par for customs 
or any other obligations due the United States, 
and that, when so received, they shall be re- 
coined into standard silver dollars of 412} 
grains. . 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE DETROIT BRIDGE. 
BSpeciai Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasninoton, D. C., April 13.—Messrs. Pag- 
ley, Thompson, and McMillan, the Commiitee 
from Detroit, are expectea here to-morrow in 
the matter of the attempt to secure the passage 
of a bill for the right of way for a railroad 
bridge from Detroit to Belle Island, and thenee 
to Canada. The dispute as between a tunnel 
and a bridge is now practically settled in favor 
of a bridge, except so far as the 
vessel interest opposes the bridge. The 
Committee bas been spending a dav or two in 
New York, in consultation with Mr. Vander- 
bilt, and will arrive here Monday to confer with 
Mr. Newberry, who proposes to introduce the 
bill. The bridge isto be used by the Canada 
Southern and Great Western Roads. The former 
Company, in connection with the New York 
Central, has Witherto opposed the scheme. 
From the present outlook, however, the State 
of Michigan will not be able to present any bills 
m Congress to-morrow, and unanimous consent 
cannot be obtained for any purpose.

Wasnurneron, D. C.. April 18.—The Execn- 
tive Committee of the National Emigration Aid 
Society completed the organization by electing 
Senator Windom President, the Hon. E. M. Me- 
Pherson Treasurer, and Prof. Richard Grecner 
Secretary.

BOSTON BANKERS.

Boston, April 13.—Nathan D. Pratt, son of 
the defaulting Treasurer of the Reading Savings 
Bank, bas been set free, the Grand Jury failing 
to find an indictment. He had a number of the 
bank’s securities in a bag when arrested, and 
was in the company of his father, who has failed 
to obtain bail. The reported defalcation in the 
Foxborough Savings Bank in a sensational news- 
paper yesterday turns out to be a row between 
the bank officers. The Trustees were dissatis- 
fied with the Treasurer (Barnes), and on Friday 
requested his resignation, and were backed up 
in this by the State Commissioner, who 
found irregularities in bis accounts of 
$200 or $300. Barnes refused to give up the 
keys and booké, and a Constable was put in as 
keeper Saturday. The Treasurer ordered him 
to leave, but he refused, and both bold the fort 
to-day. Barnes charges the Trustecs with being 
criminally’ negligent in their duties, and they 
retaliate by showing that he has charged for 
services as attorney and suctioneer while dis- 
posing of mortgaged property.

IN JAIL. 
THE CORRESPONDENT’S OPINION OF GRANGER. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SancamMon County JAIL, SPrincrrexp, III., 
April 13.—Since the vindication of Granger be- 
fore the Committee of Investigation, attention 
here has been attracted to the character of bills 
introduced by bim, and there is a manifest dis- 
position on the part of some to criticise them, 
notwithstanding the explanation of their an- 
thor. This disposition to criticise has been 
strengthened by a discovery of still another 
measure introduced by Mr. Granger,—House 
bill 826, amending See. 15 of an act relating to 
the warehousing and inspection of grain. 

THE PRACTICAL BFFECT 
of this bill is to reduce the rates of storage in 
warehouses about one-third. Warebousemen 
claim that for the last two years they have made 
no money at present rates, and that the enact- 
ment of this measure into a law would amount 
toa practical confiscation at their property. ‘They 
claim to have hundreds af thousands of dollars 
investediu warehouse property in Chicago, which, 
under the operations of this bill, would have 
to be abandoned. This bill was violently pushed 
in the Committee for some time by Granger, 
but. finally, without anf apparent reason, was 
temporarily postponed by his own motion. This 
makes 
THE SEVENTH BILL OF THIS CHAQACTER 
the enactment of any one of which, it turus out, 
would result in serious eripoling or the entire 
destruction of the particular corporation or bus i- 
ness sought to be contrelled. Certainly, the 
newspaper which denousices this kind of pro- 
posed legislation and calls attention to the char- 
acter of it ought not to be accused of ‘*‘ reckless 
journalism,” and its correspondent put io jail. 
Indeed, a mind imbued with a prover sense of 
equity and justice, it would seem, “ugbt to com- 
mend the course of Tus Trisunz, and 
assist it in breaking up the rings of 
jobbers which are supposed to exist here. 
When the facts come te bo kaown, and a little 
reflection will make them apparent, it will be 
seen that for this sessiunat least logisiative 
piracy and robbery have eeased, and the great 
business interests of the State have for the time 
being at least been rescued from 
MERCILESS PLUNDERERS. 

In this whole matter of scandal and investi- 
gation, it now begins to heahrewdly suspected 
that the majority of the Hopse. have been im- 


posed upon, and juggled by the and well- 
crganized minority. Were been an 
effort on the part of we De- 
mocracy from the first to bring 


the Thirty-first General Assembly into disre- 
pute for political effect. The Hon. O. B. Fick- 
lin, asly and foxy old Democrat, is responsible 
for the introduction of Barry’s resolution of in- 
vestigation, and advised him to do it.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT.

ITS NEED. 

Perhaps no Legislature ever met in this State 
which furnished amore cunclusive argument 
for such an amendment to the Constitution as 
in proposed by this resolution. The manner in 
whien the business of the General Assembly is 
now run divides that body into two Legisla- 
tures, in which every member files his bills on 
every subject known to the experience or im- 
agi nation of mankind. There are now nearly 
900 bills in the House and 500 in the 
Senate. As an inevitable result, the im- 
portant business of each body is intolerably 
delayed and abused. Of course such an amend- 
ment would meet with opposition by every mem- 
ber who is now so anxious to legislate for his 
own benefit or his great glorification in the eyes 
of an admiring constituency. 

APPROPRIATION BILLS 
then came on. The Blind Asvlum, $48,600 for 
the next two years, and for additionai buildings, 
86,184. 

Then as follows: For Southern Normal Uni- 
versit y, $15,266 per annum; for quarantine ex- 
penses at Cairo, caused under the direction of the 
State Board of Health, $4,951; for damages on 
the Little Wabash River, caused by destruction 
of a dam $13,087. This is divided out among 
many claimants; for damages to persons occa- 
sioned by destruction of dams on the Illinois 
River. $34,219. | 

These two amounts were authbrtred by a Joint 
Commission appointed by the Thirtieth General 
Assembly to inquire into the claims. 

For a coat of arms of the State of Illinois, to 
be placed at Mount Vernon, $150. 

Bills aporopriating all these sums were or- 
dered toa third reading, whereupon the Senate 
adjourned over to 5 p. m. Monday. 


HOUSE.

Peter and Paul, cor- 
ner of Washington and Peoria streets, there 
was vo floral display except from the devotional 
offerings of the which consisted 
for the most part of calla-lilies.

The 
programme for the day was an exceptionally ipter- 
esting one. At7a. m. occurred the first set ce. 
Holy Communion, at which there were about 110 
Communicants. 

The second service took place at 10:30 a. m., 
and consisted of Morning Prayer, Confirmation, 
and Holy Commonion, with a Processional by the 
choir, prover Canticle, proper Psalms, Te 
Deum, Benedictus. and Anthem. Then the In- 
troit, the Kyrie and Credo, Nicerne, by Gounod; tie 
Offertory, Hallelujab Chorus by Handel, and Hymn 
466, Lord Forever at Thy Side,” by Weber. 
Then came the confirmation, with Hymn 99, 

Jesus Curist Ie Risen To-Day,”’ by Wargan, at 
which forty-five persovs were confirmed. 

The sermon of the day was then delivered by the 
Biehop, who took for hie text, ‘* The first day He 
rose from the dead, from the Apostles' creed. 

At 3 p. m. one of the finest Sunday-school 
festivals ever seen in the city took place. In the 
evening the regular evening prayer was celebrated.

DEATH ABOLISHED.

the same gentleman; a crown, in memory of 
Chariee Hill; a shie!d, in memory of M. S. Nich- 
ols; a pillow, in memory of Mrs. George Meach; a 
basket, in memory of Mrs. Carver. Mr. W. G. Hub- 
bard's window was beautifully adorned in memory 
of his children. In addition to these, there were a 

number of crosses, crowns, baskets, etc., which 
added to the beauty of the whole. 

The music consisted of Christ Risen”, by 
Thomas Spencer Lord; Te Deum, Louis C. Jacoby; 

‘Jubilate, Ed F. Smith; Easter Anthem, F. G. 
rnett; and the offertory, ‘‘I Know That 
My Redeemer Liveth,” Handel. The text 
of Dr. Locke was Jesus Christ, who hath abolished 
death, and hath brought life and immortality to 
light through the Gospel, "’ andthe idea of the ser- 
mon was that immortality ie not a Christian idea.

CHURCH OF THE REDEEMER. 
THE SPIRIT’S ASSURANCE. 

At the Second Universalist Church, corner of 
Washington and Sangamon streets, the decora- 
tions were most elaborate, and the effect was as 
fine as could well be imagined. There is a large 
recess back of the pulpit, and in the back- 
ground of this was arranged a great variety of 
flowers and plants, consisting of calla-lilies, 
fuchsias, candy-tuft, roses, smilax, etc., which 
were reared one above the other in pyramid 
form. In front of this vas placed 
a screen, consisting of slender strings 
of delicate evergeen foliage suspended from a 
rod crossing the upper portion of the arch, and 
caught up at the bottom ju imitation of cur- 
tains. lu the centre of the rod was suspended 
atriple bouquet of delicate blossoms. The effect 
of the whole was that of an immense battienient 
of flowers and rare plants partially concealed by 
lace drapery, and it was charming in the extreme. 
Another feature which added beauty to the scene 
was the presence of banging baskets on either side 
of the arch. On both sides of the pulpit were 
large jardiniers of flowers; a centre-table loaded 
with floral gifts stood a little to one side, and 
arranged in a tasty manner about upon the plat- 
form were a large number of plants, consisting of 
leaf ferns, needie plants, umbrella plants, and 
other rare tropical productionz. 

Dr. Sumner Ellis preached @ sermon from the 
following text: 

Nov, He that hath wrougbt us for the self- 
game thing is God, who also hath given unto us 
the earnest of the spirit. — /I. Cor.. v., ö. 

The principal points to which the speaker invited 
the attention of his hearers were, first, the desire 
for immortality—the earnest of the spirit; second, 
‘the soul's first fruits of eternal tlungs; and, finally, 
the assurance of the spirit, drawn from the reve- 
igtions of the divine eternal. A number of new 
members were received into the Church at the 
close of the services. 


ST. PAUL’S CHURCH. 
BAPTISMAL SERVICES. 

At 8t. Paul’s (Universalist) Church there was 
a very large congregation, and appropriate 
services were held. The church was decorated, 
but not with any elaborateness, but especial at- 
tention seemed to have been paid to the music, 
which was select, appropriate, and beautifuily 
rendered by the church choir. The Rev. Dr. 
Ryder, the pastor, spoke briefly, taking as his 
theme the words, Oh, grave, where is thy vic- 
tory. at the conclusion of which the rite of bap- 
them was administered to quite a number, and stil] 
more were admitted to church fellowship. The 
exercises closed with the annual collection for de- 
nom inational purposes, and the administering of 
the Sacrament. 


INGERSOLL. 
THE DEFECTS IN HIS ADDRESSES. 

Prof. Swing preached yesterday morning at 
the Central Church, taking as his text: 

It haply they might feel after God and find Him. 
—Acts, ii., 27. 

These two discourses are not spoken regard- 
ing the man, Robert G. Ingersoll, but regarding 
the addresses which he is delivering and is other- 
wise publishing, The man Ingersoll is said to 
be, in his private life, kind, neighborly, humane. 
and in many ways an example which might be 
imitated with great profit by thousands who 
represeut themselyes as holding the Pagan or 
‘the Christian religion. But, were this author 
and lecturer a mean, wicked man, I should still 
be bound to consider his thoughts apart from 
the thinker just as we deal with 
Bacon’s ideas apart from his moral 
qualities, and the politics of Alexander 
Hamilton apart from the infirmities of 
his moral sentiments. The intellect of such 
an individual as the one before us is a 
thinking machine. It makes a survey of the re- 
ligious landscape. Objects strike it that escape 
you and me. His eyes are not those of a preach- 
er, not those of a bishop, nor those of an evan- 
gelist like Mr. Moody, not those of a moralist 
like Dymond or William Penn, not those of 
Theodore Parker or Emerson, but they are a 
vision purely his own, and our task is limited to 
the inquiry what this pecniiar sense discovers in 
our wide and varied world. 

We perceive at once that these addresses do 
net offer us any system of philosophy for woman, 
or child, or State, apd therefore then cannot 
aspire to be any valuable Meutor to tell each 
young Telemachus how to live. They are the 
speeches of a lawyer retained by one client of a 
large case. Men trained in a profession come 
by degrees into the profession’s channel, 
and flow only in the one direction, and 
always between the same banks. The 
master of a léarued profession at last becomes 
its slave. He who follows faithfully any call- 
ing wears at last a soul of that calling’s shape. 
You remember tie death scene of the poor, cld 
schoolmaster, He had assembled the — and 
girls in the winter mornings and had dismissed 
them winter evenings after sundown; and had 
done this for tifty long years. Une winter Mon- 
day he did not appear. Death had struck hie 
old aud feeble pulse; but, dying, his mind fol- 
lowed ite beautiful but parrow river-bed, and 
his last words were: “It is growing dark, the 
school is dismissed, let the giris pass out first.” 
Very rarely does the man in the pulpit, or at 
the bar, or in statesmanship escape this mold- 
ing hand of his pursuit. e are all clay in the 
hauds of that potter which is called a pursuit. 
A pursuit is scldom an” ocean water ; 
it is more commonly a canal. But if 
there be a class of men more modi 
fied than others in language and forms 
of speech the lawyers compose such a class, for 
it is never their business to present both sides. 
It is their especial duty so to arrange a part of 
the facts as that they shall seem to be the whole 
facts, and next to their power of presenting a 
cause must come their power to congeal all as- 
pects unfavorable to their purpose. A philoso- 
pher must see and set forth at once both sides 
of all questions, but a lawyer must learn to see 
the one side of a case, for there is another man 
expressly employed to see the reverse of the 
shield. But few of us are philosophers. When 
we wish to exhibit something we instantly cut 
off ail light except that waich will fall upon our 
‘goods.

I am, therefore, of the 
opinion that none of us sbo feliow any one 
man, but rather all men; should ecek that general 
impression, that wide-reaching common sense, 
which knows little of ecstasy and little of despatr. 
These Addresses under notice are wonderful 
concentrations of wit, and fun, abd tears, and logic. 


bat concentrattons upon minor points, They are se. 
of men, upon literalists and 


vere upon a little grou 

old Calvinists, and old Popes, and old monks, but 
they do not weigh and measure fully the religion 
of such a being as Jesus Christ, nor touch the ideas 
and actions of the human race away from these 
fading forms of human nature. If yon will sap- 
pose these orations to be delivered in a court where 
the Calvinists have applied for the power to govern 
some island and subdue it to their shape of piety, 
and that Mr. Ingersoll has a home and estates on 
that island. and sees the new dynasty coming slong, 
then their eloquence and point can be understood, 
and they are Philippics worthy of the old Greek; 
but when we remember how imaginary are those 
Calvinists and their island, and what a vast world 
there is that does not desire to enforce a religion, 
and that would not disturb ever the fireside of the 
most bold infidel. then the basis of the eloquence 
disappears, and the speeches become onl the anger 
of one who has had bad dreams about his fellow- 
man. They are Pnilippics against bigots rather 
than against holy men. 

These addresses do injustice to the Hebrew 
history. Alawyer has a right to be onesided and 
narrow when he is presenting the cause of his 
client, but when he is addressing 4 public upon a 
religions, or political, or social question, narrow- 
ness in die discourse must be considered an in- 
firmity, or elee an act of injustice. These speeches 
betray either unconecious narrowness or wil!ful in- 
justice. But Mr. Ingersoll is the embodiment of 
sincerity, according to those who enjoy his ac- 
quaintaace, and therefore we must conclude that 
the cast of his mind is such that it is led hither and 
thither by that narrowness which belongs no more 
to a high Calvinist than to a bigh infidel. If the 
lecture upon Moses had been more 
thoughtful, it would have confessed that there 
were several forme of the man Moses. — 
the historie Moses, the Hebrew ** Moses,” 
and the Calvintstie Moses; and then, after 
this concession, he might have assailed jhe 
‘*Calvinistic Moses to hie heart's content. For 
this special form of ** Moses is very vulnerabie. 
This Puritanic Moses wrote the Ventateoch; he 
gave an account of his own death! he alluded to 
the Kings of Israel, and to the towns that did not 


come into existence until several centuries after 


his own existence had terminated, this Moses 
was not an Egyptian, and an Eastern soul in lan- 
guage and figures of speech, but he was a Monk or 
a Puritan, and when he eaid a rio,“ or an 
apple, or a ‘**serpent,”’ be meant that thing 
called rib, or an apple.“ ora Serpent“; 
this literalistic Moves was not a child of the old 
Nile found in the rushes by a King's dauchter, but 
he was born in the dark ages, and was broughfup 
by some clergyman assembied in the fifteenth cen- 
tury. This Moses is very frail. He faints 
when the nineteenth century looks at him. And 
vet this is the Moses whose mistakes af- 
ford Mr. Ingersoll such amusement and such 
themes for rhetorical practice. But if the Ad- 
dresses had been broad, and spoken for that 
larger audience called humanity, they would 
have asked us to mark the mistakes 
of the Moses of Hebrew times and of 
common history. But they did not dream of this 
Standing in the presence of one of the grandest 
figures of Egyptian and Hebrew antiquity, Mr. 
Ingersoll failed to see this personage, and permit- 
ted nothing to come upon his field of vision except 
those sixteenth century theologians who distorted 
alike the mission of Moses and of Christ, and 
even of the Almighty. To set forth the mistakes 
of the historie Moses would not be any easy 
task. One doing this would be compelled to ask 
us to mark the blunders of a leader who planned 
freedom for slaves; who bore complainings from 
an ignorant people until he won the fame of unu 
sual mecknesa, one who did in reality what infidels 
only have dreamed of doing—living and dying for 
the people; the mistakes of one whose ten laws 
are still the fundamental ideas of a State, of one 
who organized a nation which lived and flourished 
for 1. 500 vears; the mistakes of one who aivested 
the idea of God of bestiality and began to clothe it 
with the notions of wisdom and justice, and even 
tenderness; the follies of one who established in- 
dustry and education, and a higher form of re- 
ligion, and gave the nation holding these virtues 
such an impulse thatin tae hour of dissolving it 
produced a Jesus Christ and the twelve Apostles; 
und thus did more in its death than Atheism could 
achieve in all the eons of geology. ie 

There is, it is true, a time and a place for irony. 
but after it has done its work amid the accidental 
of a time ora place there remains yet mach to be 
studied by the sober intellect and loved by the 
heart which really cares for the useful and ihe 
true. It is essentially a small matter that some 
poetic mind, some Froissart, or some Herodotus, 
came along perhaps after the reigns of David and 
Solomon, and gathered up all the truths of old 
Hebrew tradition, and al! the legends too, and 
wove them together, for out of such en- 
tanglements the essential ideas generally rise 
up just as; noble pine trees at last 
rise up above the brambles and thickets at 
their base, and evermore stand in the full presence 
of rain, and alr, and sun. Above the brambles and 
thern of legend, at which the narrow eve mav 
laugh, therer up from the Mosaic soil a growth 
of moral truth that caiches at last full sunshine 
and full breeze; a growth that will long make a 
good shadow for the graves of Christian and infidel 
beneath. The errors of legend are so unimportant 
that even a Divine book may carry them, 

it will thus appear that the method of the ad- 
dresses is very defective. it is not a wide survey 
of a two-thousand-year period in human civiliza- 
tion. a period when the Hebrews were making im- 
perishable the good of the Egyptians who were 
dying from vices and despotism, but is only the 
ramble of a satirist having a sharp eye for defects 
and a most ready tongue. All the by-gone periods 
may be passed over in two manners. We may go 
forth for var laughter or for our pensiveness and 
wisdom. Juvenal saw old Rome fall of dissolute 
men and women, Virgil saw it full of literature, 
Tacitus found it not destitute of patriota and he- 
roes; and when Juvenal found the husbands all 
debauchees, and the wives all hypocrites, there the 
most calm and elegant historians found the mos. 
excellent icola, and found a wife of spotless 
fame in the daughter Domitia. Thus in the very 
generations in which the lampoons of Juvenal 
found oniy vice, behold we see beauty and virtue 
in full bloom around the homes of Tacitus, and 
Agricola, and Pliny. Thus all the fieids of baman 
thougnt lie open to the invasion of those who wish 
to mock, and of those who wish to admire. And 
beyond doubt when Mr. Ingersoll shall have ut- 
terea his last thought over the Mistakes of Moses, 
some other form of intellect could glean in the 
same field and leave covered with the truths of 
Moses, a nobicr and larger tablet. 

Vermir me nos. in imitation of the style of these 
addresses, to asx you to look at the seventeenth 
century. Why, ital! dripsin blood! Horror upon 
horrors! The King of Persia put to death some of 
the Royal family and put out the eyes of all the 
rest. —even the eyes of infants. Russia begins her 
cruel oppression of Poland. Prussia, the hope of 
Europes, is desolated by a war, which never lifted 
its black cloud-for thirty years. In this wretched 
century came the massacre of Prague and the forci- 
ble banishment of 30,000 Protestant families. 
Allowing five persons to a family. it will thus ap- 
pear that 150,000 were driven from their homes 
and country. Further south, in France, a few 
years before, 700,000 Protestants had been mur- 
dered in twenty-four bours. Afterward came the 
licentious Court of Louis XIV.; while over in En- 
gland noble men and women were being beheaded 
or otherwise slain in dreadful numbers. 
The beautiful Queen Mary is beheaded just 
as the centufy begins, and Kasex is be- 
headed in its fall opening. And in its close 
France re-enters the scene, revokes the edict of 
Nantes, and sends inte exile 800, 000 of her best 
citizens. Thus dragged along the seventeenth 
century, as it would seem diee ing, and weeping, 
and gasping in perpetual dying. What a picture! 
Amazing tudeed, but narrow and false! I bave been 
thinking only of the mistakes of atime. Just 
look at that century again witha wider survey and 
a happier heart, and lo! we see in it a matchless 
line of immortal worthies. here flourished 
Gustavus, laying the foundations of our liberty; 
there lived Grotius writing down the holiest prin- 
ciples of duty: there we see Galileo inventing the 
telescope, and beholding the starry sky; there sits 
Kepler finding the highest laws uf astronomy; near 
these are the French preachers, Bossuet, Fenelon, 
and Massilon. whose . has not been equaled; 
there, too, Pascal and Cordelile. But this is not all. 
It is not one-third the splendor of that one epoch, 
for, cross the Channel, and behold, you meet Shak- 
spearec.and Lord Bacon, and Milton, and Locke, and 
while these divine minds are composing their books 
Cromwell is overthrowing despots, and a Republic 
springs up as by enchantment. ‘Thus the seventeenth 
century, which awhile ago seemed only a period that 
a kind heart might wish stricken from history, now 
comes back to us as the sublime dawn of poetry, 
and science, and eloquence, and liberty. 

The truth is we must move through the present 
and the past with both eyes wide open, and with a 
mind willing to know al! and to draw a conclusion 
from the whole combined cloud of witnesses, The 
author of the addresses does not do this. He does 
not make a wide survey nor draw conclusions from 
widely scattered facts, and hence, after he has 
spoken about the horrors of the Mosaic age, or of 
the Church, there remains that age or that Church 
emptying rich treasures into the genera) civiliza- 
tien, purifying the barbarous ages, awakiug the in- 
tellect, stimulating the arts, inspiring good works. 
elevating the life of the living, by setting before 
man a God and a future existence. Our Chris- 
tianity has a Hebrew origin. The Sermon on the 
Mount was begun by Moses. 

The eloquence of Mr. Ingersoll is much like the 
art of Hogarth or John Leech, —an acute, and wit- 
ty, and interesting art, but very limited in its 
range. Hogarth was without a rival in bis ability 
to picture the mistakes of marriage. and of a 
**Rake's Progress.” the peculiarity of Beer 
Laue“ and Um Lane"; and his art was leygiti- 
mate in its fleid, but its fleld was narrow, and took 
no notice of the eternal beauty of things as paiuted 
by Rubens or Raphael. After Wlogarth had said all 
he could see and believe about marriage, there 
stood the holy relation in its historic grzatness, 
filling millions of homes with its peace and friend- 
ship, notwithstanding the mirth-provoking pencil. 
Thus the ideas of Moses,. and ‘* Church,” and 
Heaven,“ aud God“ lie before Mr. Ingersoll to 
be pictured by his skilifal derision, but after the 
the artist has drawn his jittle Puritanſe Hebrew and 
his absurd Heaven, and has painted his little gods, 
and has limned his old Papal Heaven and Hell, 
another scene opens and there untarpished are the 
deep things of right and wrong, the immortal 
bopes of man, and a Heavenly Father which can- 
not be placed upon a jester’s canvas.

This narrowuess of survey which marks Mr. In- 
ersoli's estimate of the Hebrew period and of the 
uman Church follows him in his thoughts about 

another life and the existence of aGod. He de- 
nies that any regard whatever should be paid to a 
second life. Heaven deserves no consideration at 
our bands. He says in his lecture on the Gods: 


Reason. observation, and experience have taught. 


us that happiness 1g the only good; that the time to 
be happy is now, and the way to be happy is to make 
Others so. This is enough for us. In this belief we 
are content to hve and die. Such assertions as 
these no broadly reaching mind could make, for the 
broad mind, not knowing but that there may bea 
second life, having no positive information on that 
point, is bound to admit all that uncertainty, ana 
that hope is a most lawful element in that strange 
mingling which makes up the soul. Ae Mr. Inger- 
soll does not know whence man came so be knows 
not whither he goes, und therefore he must him- 
self stand and permit otvers to stand in the pres- 
ence of dcath as ig the presence of a great mystery 
that, at least, snould silence ali dogmatism of 
priest or infidel. Tue logic of the addresses may 
be fitted forthe common jury, but they are too 
rude for man who is weeping his way along be- 
tween birth aud death. 

In some better hour the lawyer forgets his petit 
jury and addresses the human soul. On the title 
page of a recent volume be says in substance that: 
‘*The dream of immortal life bas always existed 
In the heart of man, and will remain there in all 
its matchless charms, porn not of any book or 
creed, but out of human affection”; and being not 
born of reason andsense, be can but reject its hope; 
he is personally above being molded in thought, 
or action, by such a fable of the heart. In calling 
such à dream a fable he is guilty of that very dog- 
matism which be so hates in Calvin and Edwards, 
for fif Calvin was too certain that he knew God's 
will, Mr. Ingersoll tg too certain that he knows 
God sot to exist. It often happens that the dog- 
matism of the bigot must await its exact parallel 
in the dogmatism of the atheist. The ideas of a 
future life and a God are thus in these addresses 
rudely set aside as though this author had shown 
the real ongin and destiny of the Universe, and 
had found out the secret of the grave. 

lle would pay no attention to the idea of God. 
He would not be guilty of any worship in this life. 
He saye: If by any possibility the existence of a 
power superior to and independent of nature sha)! 
be demonstrated there will be time enough then to 
kneel. Until then let us tand erect." 

In such language we find only a perfect over- 
throw of the metbod of the human soul; for the 
soul has never dared wait for any such certainty in 
any of the paths before it. It hae always been 
coinpelled to build ap before itself the largest pos- 
sible motives and hopes, and then live for therm, 
and abide the consequences. It is wonderful that a 
man who will pluck a violet and draw delight from 
ite tender color and still more celicate perfume 
will sternly command the human race not to hold 
in its hands any flower of immortality, lest by 
chance its leaves may at last wither. If this idea 
of a future life should at last fail, which seems im- 
possible, the human beart will be all the purer and 
bappier from having held all through these years a 
lily so sweet and so white. 

gic cannot make such short work of the re- 
ligious sentiments. Mr. Ingersoll says: I you 
can ever find a God, just let me know, and I shail 
kneel. Until then J shall stand erect.”” What in- 
justice to that delicate form of reason, which has 
moved the worid for perhaps 10,000 /years! We 
do not propose to find God or a future life. What 
the world has found long since is the deep hope in 
an God, and the measureless hope that the dying 
loved ones of this world will meet in a land that is 
better. Nobody has come to the human race to let. 
it know that a God has been found, but many have 
come to it saying: ‘* My dear children let us trust 
that all this matchless universe came from a 
Creator, and that from im we also came. 80 
many and so holy were these voices, acd so re- 
sponsive was the heart, that uron this trust the 
living and tne dying have knelt and have told their 
longings to the Invisible. The human race has not 
been haughty. It has been willing to kneel. Its 
heart has hever beenstone, nor its knees brass. It bas 
stood erect in battle where liberty was to be won, 
it has been as erect as an infide] when a bosom was 
to be bared for arrows or bullets, or when the neck 
was to be unclothed forthe fatal ax, but in mo- 
ments of hope and longing it hae bent willingly in 
praver. The advice of the Addressee not to kneel 
until you have touched and handicd the Creator is 
advice that civilization has always spurned, for it 
has woven all ite gorgeous fabrics out of delicate 
probabilities, —gossamer threads spun by the heart. 
Fame, and learning, and art, and happiness are al! 
simple possibilities before each youth. He does 
not dare say, Make me sure of results, and I will 
gird myself for the present; he casts himself upon 
the better of ‘wo possibilities, and is borne along 
toward an unknown end. Thus has the human 
race dealt. with the intimations of religion. It has 
cast itseif upon the better hope, and, being at per- 
fect liberty to espotse Atheism, has always re- 
pudiated it as being a paralysis of the soul, and a 
perfect reversal of the common logic of society. 

The world has always been perfectly free to use 
the form of reasoning which Mr. Ingersoll sug- 
geets. No Westmiteter Assembly, no Calvin com- 
pelled the human family from Old Egypt to Greece 
to think tne universe had a Creator. The world 
has always been free to suppose that such seasons 
ar day and nigut and spring and summer, such 
creatures as the nightinguale and man, uch a star 
as the sun all came lrom mud and water and fire 
mimgling of their own accord; but the world has 
had no wide us@for such conclusions. Of its own 
free choice. as avoided Atheismand has never 
made up anywhere a Civilization without discard- 
ing the es of Waiting for a demonstration. and 
without espousing the idea that all noble society 
reposes upon lofty hopes. Out of beautiful possi- 
bitities the soul's garments ate woven. 

It thus appears that the Addresses are defective 
as guides for any man’s ilfe or death. They con- 
stitute bill of exceptions agaimst certain hard ral- 
ings in some local and ignorant coarte, but as 
pleadings in the great tribunal where the whole 
human family stands assembled, to get the wisest 
decisions about duty and happiness and the possi- 
bility of there being a God and a second life, the 
possible value of a hope fer the dying, they each 
and all fall farskort. They sec — the religion 
of some fanatic, and think it the religion of Jesus 
or of mankind. They see a God damning honest 
men and conciude thatis what is meant by Jeho- 
vah. They see a heaven with some little sect in 
the midst of it, and speak as thongh they were 
what is meant by the immortality of man. They 
note the follies of the Puritans and Papiets. andinfer 
that, if there were no religion in the world, there 
would be no bad judgment or bad passions. They 
fail, too, to mark the delicacy of man's practical 
logic which is not ironlike, waiting for the absolute 
end of all doubt, but which is bending and hope- 
ful, and stands ready forever to found immense 


motives, and society, and church, and homes upon: 


the greater and better of two probabilities that lie 
within this worid of cloud. They assert the ade- 
quacy of earthiy happiness as an end of being, and 
tail to mark that earthly happiness has always de- 
pended upon high moraisa, and father. and mother, 
and child, and social life, and all mental develop- 
ment have found their full meaning until a warm 
and broad religion has shed its cheering light. The 
human race cannot find its supreme good in having 
afew acres of ground, and in seeing the grass 
grow. arid in hearing the birds sing. These make 
some days delightful indeed, but man, with his 
retinue of art, and statesmanship. and morals, and 
temptations, and virtues, and joys, and sorrows, 
and partings, and death demands the assumption 
of a God and the expectations of a resurrection 
from the dust. Under such a temple as society, 
the foundation must be deep. 

To those who read or hear these addresses of Mr. 
Ingersoll let me say: Hear them, read them if you 
wish, for they will show you what a sad caricature 
of Christianity was that which came duwn to us 
from the Dark Ages. but, having thus been taught 
by an enemy, then dismiss the laughter, and look 
at religion in the widest forms of its doctrine and 
experience, We are now warned daily not to fol- 
low partisans in politics, because they will eclipse 
a country by a little chair in office, —they will make 
a village outweigh a continent. These addresses 
of a talented lawyer warn us equally against trust- 
ing the partisansin religion,—the dim-eyed zeal 
which makes a Deity as small as their 
own hearts, a Bible as cold and as hard as ada mant; 
but now, having been tanghttoshun partisans in 
politics and in Christianity, let us learn to resist 
one more form of partisan,-—the partisan of an 
atheism and a ene grave. Let us at times 
laugh with him, let us admire his acuteness, let 
us confess the honesty of his life, but for our 
guides or ideas in the world spiritual let us seek 
some mountain of thought where the survey is 
broader, and tenderer, and more just, from which 
hight no good lies concealed; but looking fromm 
which we can see the great landscape of the soul, 
some Of it bathed in light, some of it lying in 
shadow, but all of it instructive and full of im- 
preseiveness,

TRINITY CHURCGH. 
DR. SULLIVAN’S FAREWELL. 

The Rey. Edward Sullivan, D. D., vreached 
his farewell sermon yesterday morning in 
Trinity Church, Twenty-sixth street and Michi- 
gan avenue, to an immense congregation. The 
beautiful edifice was crowded: to the utmost ca- 
pacity, and accommodation was provided by 
seats in the aisles for several hundred ladies. 
The floral decorations of the altar were very 
fine. No attempt had been made to adorn the 
church otherwise, the entire efforts being con- 
centrated at this point. ‘The altar, reredos, pul- 
pit, and chancel were crowded with floral offer- 
ings in the shape of crosses, anchors, shields, 
and mottoes. In front of the pulpit wasa 
beautiful tablet, worked in red on a white 
ground, with the words, „Acts 20-88.“ Noth- 
ing could possibly have been more appropriate 
than this, the sacred text referred to reading, 
“Sorrowing most of all for the words which he 
spake, that they should see his face no more.” 

Of the other decorations, the chief were a 
beautiful white cross on a green ground on the 
reredos. A splendid anchor in white flowers 
graced the lecturn. In front of the baptismal 
font, in red letters on a white background, were 
the words, He Shall Keep Thee in all Places 
Whither Thou Goest.” To the right of the altar 
stood a beautiful pyramid of green, with lilies and 
other flowers above, and crowned by a crescent and 
star in White. The regular services of a festival- 
day were had, Mr, Sullivan being unassisted, and 
the music was very acceptably rendered. 
„r. Sullivan took for his text St. John, I., 25: 

am the Resurrection and the Life.” He said 
that no more sublime utterances had ever been 
made. The language of the Savior, lofty though it 
was, carried With it its own abundant vindication, 
and proved that the man Christ Jesus who uttered 
these words was in very truth one with Almighty 
God. Referring tothe day (Raster) the speaker 
showed that it was symbolical and commemora- 
tive of the triumph of life over death and ali its 
terrors. This triumph could be achieved by Chris- 
tianity alone. The old philosophers, | sus- 
tained by an indomitable will and the hope 


immortality to which 8 believed 
to be portal, had in certain 
dissolu with equanimity, but they 
had seen modern philoso who failed to do so. 
Apart from the Gospel of Jesus Christ, death was 
an enemy watching for mau like a wild beast for 
ite prey. But Christ stood by the open grave, 
and, pointing into its gloom, said: ‘* Fear not; 
lam the Resurrection and the Life. He bad pur- 
chased immortality for man with His own precious 
blood. The sharpest sting of death was sin. That 
was the terror which outweighed all others. There 
came up accusing memories, hts of time 
wasted and opportunities lost, and the sinner 
cowered before the dreadfal prospect. 

Dr. Sullivan closed bis brief sermon, and re- 
ferred to his leaving Trwity Church in a few brief 
and well-chosen words which drew tears from the 
eyes of the greater part of the congregation. 

He said that they met for the last time in God's 
house as minister and people. The bond that had 
bound them together for well-nigh eleven years in 
the holiest of ali relationships must to-day be 
broken. Links that had connected them for & 
number of years and had been hallowed by memo- 
ries and sacred associations must be severed. They 
must part to-day to go their severai ways,—he to 
feed a distant fold: they to be ministered to by 
other hands than bis. Those who had known him 
in the perfect freedom of mutual conference 
knew that in taking this step he 
had been actuated by no sordid motives 
or selfish principles, — that he simpiv bad the pare 
desire to do that which was best and wisest, — best 
for tuem. best for himself. best most of all for the 
glory of God. He asked them, as the last and final 
evidence of the confidence which they had ever re- 
posed in him, to believe that he had ever been pure 
and sincere u his motives, and that nothing short 
of the clearest and plainest indications given to him 
by a sense of duty, as well as by the consciousness of 
what he had felt to bethe finger of Providence, could 
have decided him on the step he had taken. The step 
was one the taking of which involved to bim in 
many ways a serious loss and pain and personal 
sacrifice. He felt and should feel it deeply and 
keenly fora long time to come. It would be im- 

ssible that he should pass through an ordeal 
ike this and pot feel a pans striking through the 
very depths of his soul. He could not close without 
asking nie hearers to go with him in a brief re- 
trospect of his ministry. 

He then reviewed the principal events connected 
with bis pastorate, dwelling specially on the uni- 
form support which he had met with under ali circum 
stances. On Tuesday evening an opportunity will 
oe afforded to all members of the congregation to 
take leave of their late pastor, who will be at the 
residence of Mr. Kaymond, No. 111 Calumet 
avenue, to exhange a hand-shake with ali.

CENTENNIAL BAPTIST. 
DR. HEWITT’S DEPARTURE. 

The Rey. Dr. Hewitt, of the Centennial Bap- 
tist Church, tendered his resignation some time 
ago, on account of his health, and Tuesday 
evening last some of the members of his con- 
gregation gave him a surprise party and a sub- 
stantial present as a token of the esteem in 
which he had been held, and yesterday morning 
he preached his fareweli sermon, at the conclu- 


sion of which he said: . 

I complete to-day my work as your pastor. 
In view of this I have but little to say. The pas- 
torate has been short, and the results less than [ 
had hoped; perhaps because we have left our 
‘fret loved. I ean say that I have en- 
deavored to do my duty, and that many 
of you have nobly done the same, and the fruitage. 
though not all we could desire, is yet full of en- 
couragement. The entire two years has been 3 
time of stringeucy and dearth, botb financially and 
religionsly, and what has been accomplished has 
been done in the face of difficulties. We have lost 
much in various ways, but we have on every hand 
gained more. When we have lost forty-six from 
our membership, we have gained ninety-six, mak- 
ing a net increase of tifty. Amoogtnose who have, 
during this time, come among us are many 
of our most substantial and active mem- 
bers. It would be invidious, perhaps, to 
mention names, but a little § reflection 
will show that nearly half the wean force of the 
church, and a like proportion of those holding 
pews in the house, have eome in with us during 
these two years. In finances we have more than 
held our own, rene really in considerably better 
condition to-day than two years since, besides 
building and paying for our pleasant new rooms. 
Our prayer-meetings were never so large as during 
the past winter, and our Sunday-schoo! never more 
prosperous than now. 

There is nothing here of note to boast either on 
my part or your own. but there is in these facts 
much ground for encouragement. If so much has 
been done. how much more may be accomplished 
in the future! A steady improvement at equal 
pace will in ten years give vou s church of 500 
members, with property free from debt. 

I thank you for the co-operation you have given 
me, and for the kindness — to me and mine, 
especially in the recent pleasant and fruitful 
(fruitdishful) surprise visit. [ did you god- 
speed, and pray that the fire of flrst- love may not 
be quenched. but fame up evermore brightly, giv- 
ing you both lignt and cheer, and gonstraining you 
to persevere :o the end in the important work God 
has here given you to do, 

The reverend gentleman will go from here to 
Kansas in a few days in quest of health, and from 
thence to Colorado.

CHRIST'S RESURRECTION. 

The Easter services at the Chicago Avenue 
Church last evening, conducted by Messrs. 
Pentecost and Stebbins, were to have closed the 
labors of those two evangelists at that sanc- 
tuary, bat by general request another union 
meeting will be held at the same place next Sun- 
day nicht. The audience last evening was a 
very large one, being made up of representa- 
tives ot about all the Protestant churches on 
the North Side, the intention to make the gath- 
ering a union meeting being fully carried out. 

The meeting was opened by the singing of the 
hymn Lock, ye saints, the Sight Is Glorious.” 
A number of requests for prayer were made, and 
remembered in a fervent petition by the Rev. 
Robert D. Sheppard. ‘*I Gave My Life for Thee 
was then sung, and Mr. Stebbins delighted the au- 
dience with his singing of Words of Life.” 
While a free-will offering was being taken up, the 
choir sang another hymn, after which Mr. Steb- 
bins sang ‘‘ Hallelujah!

Mr. Pentecost then announced his text Pbilip- 
pians, iii, 10: ** That I might know Him, and the 
power of His resurrection.” It was not the 
mere fact of the resurrection that Paul 
wished to know, but the real significance 
of that fact. — its relation to him, and 
his relation to ſt. 80 with us to-night,” con- 
tinued Mr, Pentecost. In the first place, tne fact 
of the resurrection vindicated the claim laid down 
by Christ 40 be the Son of God. The world of the 
Jews denied this claim, and His crucifixion was 
IIis exeution on the charge of blasphemy. ‘The 
New Testament was full of passages going to show 
that llis resurrection was to be—and was in Hie 
mind from the beginning to be—the vindication of 
this claim, some of which passages Mr. |’entecost 
proceeded to r- These pointed not only to His 
resurrection, but to Hie subsequent glory when He 
should be seen coming tn the clouds and exercising 
dominion over all things, —the King of Kinga. 

The resurrection of Jesus Christ. therefore, 
stood related to the whole Gospel scheme as the 
key-stone to the arch. If Christ were not raised 
from tite dead, everything amounted to nothing, 
the Gospel was a fraud, and the hope of the world 
a blasted and ruined one, But the fact of the 
resurrection was proved beyond peradventnre; and 
the significance of the resurgection in relation to 
the whole Gospel scheme that it established 
this claim to Jesus being ie incarnate God, the 
Son of God, and therefore G@fried with it all the 
promises that Jesus made; #0 that the fabric of 
Christianity rested solidly on the fact of the resur- 
rection, 

In the next place, the resurrection restored to a 
solid basis the hope of all men who, then and now, 
laid hold on Christ. Such a ili of hope took 

casion of the souls of those serrow-stricken 
isciples on the way to Eu aus, of Mary, and of 
Christians in every later age. But, besides estab- 
lishing this claim and inspiring this hope, it made 
sure the fact of the forgiveness of sins. Liow 
should this man, if Ile were dead, tify to us the 
forgiveness of sins’ On the tree He discharged the 
awful debt, and on the third day He came 
forth out of that debtor's prison.—the 
grave,—and, because Ile was risen, sa)vation had 
come and was declared the forgiveness of sins. It 
was the fact of the resurrection that gave power to 
the preaching of the Gospel to-day. Did any one 
suppose men could have been persuaded to believe 
ina dead Cornet’ The power of the Gospel rested 
not only in this, thatit preached a crucified Christ. 
but also im the fact that it preached a Christ Who 
bad been dead but Who was alive forevermore, 

Finally, the resurrection guaranteed Christ's 
second coming, pushing us on into those eternal 
hopes of the prophets, of David, as revealed in the 
Messianic Psalms, of the Aposties, and the blessed 
martyrs.

According to statistics produced by Senator 
Cunn, in a speech explanatory of the effect 
which the sugar duties will have, the peovle of 
Canada were better off under the old tariff than 
they will be under the new. In the fiscal year 
of 1868, when the permape@t sugar tariff was 
introduced the imports of suar were 57, 
pounds and 9,000,000 pounds of cane-juice, pay- 
ing $1,280,000. In 1875 the tariff on sugar for 
refining was reduced one-fourth of a cent, equal 
to $250,000 per anuum on the then consumption. 
In the fiscal year of 1878 the trade almost doubled 
in volume, the consumption rose to 108,000,000 
pounds, seven-eighths of which generuily was 
high-grade sugar, and contributed 32.600. 000 i 
duty, or more than double the amount of 
revenue on sugar in 1868. The consumer re- 
ceived a purer article at a cheaper rate than pre- 
viously. Ip Manilla, and iu the West and East 
Indies, the duty on raw sugars, which the tariff 
will force through the refiners’ hands to the 
bulk of 120,000,000 pounds, will be $1,560, 
while 105,000,000 pounds of the higher grades 
sugar would be $2,698,250, showmy a protection 
in favor of the refiner of 81.183, at a loss to 
the revenue of over $1,000,000. The duty on 
raw sugar is equivalent to 40 per cent, and on 
the refined 57 per cent, or a protection of 17 
per cent, Should one firm refine all the sugar 
used in Oanada, it would net 61,000,000 per 


annum.

THE CASE OF MR. NEVINS. 
The case of Franx E. Nevins, Tar Tan- 
vs Legislative correspondent who is now 


incarcerated in jail at Springfield on a charge 


of contempt, bids fair to become one of 


great historical eminence and interest. The 
case is very important because (1) it in- 
volves the personal rights of the American 
citizen, — and that is a question that bas been 
warmly debated during ‘the last hundred 
years; (2) it is of considerable conseqtienco 
to the student of paliamentary practice and 
precedent ; and (3) it is a case that possesses 
some legal aspects to which the attenuon of 
law-makers and jurists has not been given to 
the degree which its great importance 
seems to require. To the ordinary compre- 
hension it sounds strangely enough to say 
that a man has been sent to prison who 
is not guilty of nor even accused 
of the commission of any crime, and that he 
has been sent there, not by the decision of 
a court of justice that has been established 
to punish infractions of the statutes, not 
after a verdict has been found against him 
according to the forms of law bya jury of 
his peers after a full and impartial trial, nor 
by any act of Congress, but because the 
lower branch of the Illinois General As- 
sembly, in a moment of blind passion, saw 
fit to adjudge him guilty of contempt. In 
this country we: do not imprison for debt, 
murderers are often admitted to bail until 
the day of their trial, and the whole theory 
and practice of our jurisprudence is to jeal- 
ously guard the rights of the citizen. But 
here is an innocent man who has been de- 
prived of his liberty, imprisoned in a filthy 
jail in company with the vilest law-break- 
ers, disgraced in the eyes of his fel- 
low-citizens, denied privileges that hu- 
manity often accords to confessed criminals, 
because he has refused to answer a round- 
about question that was without pertinency 
or relevancy to the matter in hand, and which 
would have been ruled out the of Justice’s 
Court at the Confederate cross-roads. Indeed, 
the question that Mr. Nxvres refused to answer 
did not relate in any way to what he knew 
of his own knowledge, but simply to what he 
had heard, and which, if frankly answered, 
would have thrown no light whatever upon 
the matter that the question was about. But 
the recalcitrant witness had more respect for 
his word of honor passed to a friend in a pro- 
fessional way than he had fear for the mem- 
bers of a Smelling Committee that cuts such 
fantastic tricks before high Heaven as make 
all the angels blush. And what the peo- 
ple of Illinois and all the other States 
of this Union are interested in knowing 
is, whether it is consistent with the 
spirit and genius of our free institutions 
to allow such tyranny and oppression to be 
exercised by an irresponsible body, the frac- 
tional part of the law-making power, that 
cannot on its own motion prohibit a goose 
from running at large in any public highway 
in Illinois. The points that we make in this 
connection are, that the Committee had no 
right to ask the witness the question in 
regard to a hearsay report; that he should 
have been excused in refusing to answer, 
and that, if considered in contempt, he 
should have been turned over to the custody 
of the Sergeant-at-Arms, as is the usual prac- 
tice in nearly all such cases, and not sent to 
jail. We have already cited the action of 
the United States Senate in 1800, in a case 
of contempt almost precisely similar to that 
of Nevins, except that WILLIAM Duaxx, the 
editor in contempt, aggravated his offense 
by refusing to appear at the bar of the Sen- 
ate, ns directed in the warrant, and he was 
simply turned over to the custody of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. ‘ 

The case f Nxvr xs will be of interest be- 
cause, before the last is heard of it, the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois will be called upon 
to pass in review the power of either branch 
of the Legislature to punish a man im this 
way for an alleged contempt of its authority, 
and whether an ignorant and malicious major- 
ity of one House is clothed with the remark- 
able power by the Constitution and laws of 
this State to imprison a man indefinitely who 
is merely guilty of a breach of etiquette. We 
are well aware that it has always been held 
that the power is inherent in both Houses of 
Parliament and in both Houses of Congress 
to punish for contempt; but the question 
now comes to usin a sharply defined case 
whether a citizen of Illinoie has any rights 
which either House of the General Assembly 
is bound to respect. If Mr. Nevins is un- 
justly and illegally restrained of his hberty, 
if it can be shown that he is falsely impris- 
oned and maliciously prosecuted, there ought 
to be some method by which the great wrong 
that has been inflicted upon him can be re- 
dressed. We do not avoid the fact that 
either House has the power to punish for 
contempt of its privileges, but we have now 
arrived at that pass when it is important to 
the cause of personal liberty that such power 
to punish shall be more definitely defined, 
and restricted to reasonable limits. Once 
the King’s Bench decided that it was lawful 
for the King to levy ship money without the 
authority of Parliament, but the hard- 
headed Englishmen objected so stubborn- 
ly that the same Court took the 
back track, and rendered a contrary. 
opinion. And so it may be that the 
ancient privileges of parliamentary bodies 
need reconstruction and abridgment 89 as 


to conform more closely with our modern 


civilization and our ideas of personal liberty. 
The question asked Mr. Nrvins was essen- 
tially frivolous and irrelevant, and seems to 
have been pressed by the Committee on 
purpose to involve him in constructive con- 
tempt as soon as they found him inclined to 
regard his professional honor. They have 
since found out from another and more ro- 
liable quarter, and in an official manner, all 
they could have ascertained from Tux Trr- 


that they might now be willing to release 
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him from the iron cluteh of the Sangamon 
County Jail. 


” Rapidly passing events have tided the case 


over the point of necessity, if any necessity 
ever existed, and now it has crystallized into 
one of mere malignant hatred and perse- 
cution on the part of the House. If Mr. 
Nxevrws had been really guilty of an offense 
against the authority and dignity (?) of the 
House of Representatives as embodied by 
Par Bannr's Smelling Committee, and if it 
had been impossible to get at the great se- 
cret of the corrupt practices that have mani- 
festly disgraced the present Legislature ex- 
cept from our correspondent, even then there 
ought to be some limit to the punishment 
than can be inflicted for such an alleged of- 
fense. Or is it the contempt which every 
honest man in Illinois justly feels for some 
of the organized idiots at Springfield, like 
the sin against the Holy Ghost, which is 
neither to be forgiven in this world nor in the 
next? 


A STATE’S-RIGHT DISTINCTION. 

The debate in the House on Saturday last 
brings out a new phase of the Democratic 
doctrine of State Rights, and makes a dis- 
tinction which is quite novel. It was claimed 
by the Bngadiers quite early in the session 
that the General Government had no right 
to establish a quarantine or take any sanitary 
measures that would prevent the yellow 
fever from entering the South and spreading 
over the country. The Southern cities are 


1 notoriously dirty and unhealthy, and it is 


equally notorious that they won't clean up 
their dirt, as the white people won't work, 
and the blacks don’t want to work for 
nothing, having the mistaken idea that they 
are free men, and therefore entitled to com- 
pensation for their labor. It is notorious 
also that the police regulations for enforcing 
sanitary measures are not carried out, and 
that yellow fever in consequence has 
an unobstructed field of operation. 
Last summer the charitable people of 
the North came forward voluntarily, 
opened their hearts and pockets, and 
helped the South out of its wretched plight. 
As all the signs of a return of the disease this 
summer were apparent, the North conceived 
another humane project for Southern relief 
by the introduction of a bill authorizing the 
National Government to use its money and 
power to do for the South what it cannot do 
for itself,—namely: establish rigid quaran- 
tines and ward off the threatened visitation of 
this horrible disease. Immediately the Con- 
fecerate Brigadiers arose, with Virginia at 
their head, and furiously denounced this 
humanitarian project as an invasion of State 
Rights, and an unwarrantable and insolent 
interference with the functions of the States. 
They were willing that the Northern people 
should contribute their money and supplies 
to help the South in its extremity, but the 
General Government should never interpose 
its powerful arm and hold the yellow monster 
at bay,—wnever, never, not even hardly 
ever.” But one man of the whole Southern 
delegation, and he the one who had re- 
mained at his post like a hero fighting the yel- 
low fever,—the Hon. Casey Younc,—had the 
manliness to stand up and support the bill, 
while the other Brigadiers, who had rusti- 
cated in the healthy Northern cities during 
the progress of the epidemic, bellowed their 
hatred of the Federal power and their love 
of State Sovereignty. 

Now, after this display of malice toward 
the General Government and of determina- 
tion that it shall not interpose its power in 
behalf of sick men, come these same Briga- 
diers, with Virginia at their head again, and 
ask the General Government to spend its 
money and interpose its power in behalf of 
sick cows in the South; in other words, to 
authorize Federal officers to visit Southern 
farm-yards and kill all cattle suspected of 
having pleuro-pneumonia. It seems, then, 
that in the minds of the Southern Brigadiers 
there is, so far as State Rights are con- 
cerned, a radical difference between a 
man with the yellow fever and a cow 
with the pleuro-pneumonia or a hog with 
the cholera. The. General Government can 
help the hog, but it must not help the man. 
This is inconsistent on its face. If the Gov- 
ernment cannot interfere to prevent ycllow 
fever, it has no right to eradicate pleuro- 
pneumonia. If it must not come to the re- 
lief of sick men and women, it certainly 
must not help sick cows and hogs. If the 
South will have yellow fever rather than 
give up its doctrine of State Rights, then let 
it have pleuro-pnetimonia also, and all the 
other diseases in the category. If the Gov- 
ernment cannot be permitted to help men 
and women, it is an insult to ask it to help 
cows and hogs. 


THE DEMOCRATS IN TROUBLE. 

The Democrats in Washington are in a 
heap o’ trouble,” as any one of the Southern 
Brigadiers would probably describe the sit- 
uation. They are just beginning, to realize 
that they have assumed a contract which 
they will not be able to fulfill, and mean- 
while they are badgered by a complication of 
embarrassments to which the extra session 
has given rise. Every intelligent man among 
them probably wishes from the bottom of his 
heart that the last Congress had voted all the 
necessary appropriations before adjourning, 
and that such a thing as an extra session were 
not permitted by the Constitution. 

To begin with, the Democrats have not en- 
joyed their own sweet way to the extent 
which they anticipated. Counting upon a 
majority in both Houses of the present Con- 
gress, they supposed that the work before 
them could be quickly disposed of, and that 
bulldozing in Washington would be as suc- 
cessful as bulldozing in Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi, and South Carolima had been. In 
this confident estimate. of strength, 
they left out of consideration the re- 
sources of an able minority, representing the 
conservative interests of the country and 
skilled in the art of politics. They found 
obstacles in the way at every step they took. 
At the very opening of Congress they had to 
use the fife and drum vigorously to muster 
up @ majority of one for the election of 
Speaker. Then they discovered that they 
were powerless to shut off debate on their 
proposed political legislation, and that, in 
the course of that debate, they were losing 


ground and strength. After three weeks of 


session, they have made no headway in the 
principal purpose that prompied the extra 
session, and the progpect now is that they 
will not be able to adjourn before the middle 
of June or first of July, and then only after 
confessing failure by voting appropriations 
without the political amendments which they 
designed to make a condition sine qua non. 
The troubles of the Democracy are seri- 
ously increased by the action of the caucus 
in voting to open the doors to miscellaneous 
legislation. Then began a scramble for 
committee places and a rush for advantage 
by the representatives of special schemes 
which bred dissension in their own ranks. 
There was at once a breach over the currency 
question and over Rebel claims. The Green- 
baekers prevailed to the extent of recon- 
structing the rules to suit their purpose, and 


mittces; but this partial success only excited 
increased resentment among the hard-money 
Democrats, who improved their first oppor- 
tnnity for defying the caucus, and voted with 
the Republicans to adjourn over Monday as 
a meaus for shutting out Greenback schemes. 
That the hard-money Democrats were not 
successful in their first defiance of caucus 
dictation was owing to the culpable absence 
of a large number of Republicans; but the 
determination of the former to take an inde- 
pendent position is a sufficient notice 
that the caucns will not be able to en- 
force its mandates if it shall dictate an 
adjournment without voting supplies. If 
there are enough conservative men among 
the Democrats to refuse submission to the 
caucus where a disturbance of the currency 
is threatened, it can scarcely be doubted that 
there will be enough of the same kind to 
resist and defeat any caucus attempt to 
threaten the very existence of Government 
by withholding its means of subsistence. 

The Democrats will also have to contend 
against another serious element of discord 
in the matter of war-claims. The admission 
of miscellaneous legislation will furnish the 
ex-Confederates with an opportunity for 
urging their claims which they will not 
have the self-restraint to forego. But Gen. 
Bnaaa, the courageous Wisconsin Democrat 
who startled the Confederates in the last 
Congress by pronouncing against their 
schemes for plundering the Public Treasury 
to reward rebellion, has been appointed 
Chairman of the War-Claims Committee, 
and accepts the charge to mean that he must 
act as Cerberus to guard the approaches on 
the Treasury from the Southern districts, He 
opened the ball on Saturday, pending the con- 
sideration of the Legislative Appropriation 
bill, by moving to strike out the clause pro- 
viding for the Southern-Claims Commission. 
He announced distinctly that his object was 
to abolish that Commission. When the 
matter comes up for discussion this week 
the sparks will fly, and there will be more 
trouble than ever in the Democratic camp. 

Meanwhile the ghost of State Sovereignty, 
in stalking through the halls of Congress, is 
plaguing the Democrats as much as it is ter- 
rifying the country. The politicians who 
still believe in the pernicious doctrine are 
not able to reconcile it with the new order 
of things, nor to make it agree with some 
of their own pet schemes, ‘This doctrine, it 
will be remembered, was used to defeat the 
proposition for a national quarantine sys- 
tem to protect the Southern cities from the 
ravages of yellow fever; but it is to be laid 
aside, at the suggestion of one of its most 
vigorous advocates, in order to put upon the 
General Government the duty of eradicat- 
ing the pluero-pneumonia epizootic from 
among the cattio of Ole Virginny.” 
The latter task involves an appropriation 
of $250,000, and hence the Southrons 
are willing to sacrifice their principle for this 
occasion only,—after which they will be 
ready to reassert it more vehemently than 
ever as a reason why the General Govern- 
ment should not be permitted to protect its 
own elections against the violence of South- 
ern bulldozers and the frauds of Southern 
politicians under protection of their local 
Governments. f 

The inconsistencies and embarrassments 
we have pointed out are sufficient to warrant 
the assertion we made at the beginning, viz.: 
that the Democrats are “in a heap O 
trouble.“ This trouble will increase rather 
than diminish with the progress of the ses- 
sion, and, when adjournment shall finally be 
forced by the unendurable Washington tem- 
perature of the dog-days, the present Con- 
gress will have the poor satisfaction of hav- 
ing convinced the country of the incapacity 
of the Democratic party for public affairs. 


THE EGYPTIAN INFAMY. 

The most afflicted people on the face of 
the globe are the Egvptians. They have 
three rulers,—the English, the French, and 
the Khedive,—and, between the three, the 
government is probably the worst in the 
world. These two results have happened 
from no responsibility of the people them- 
selves, They are guiltless in the matter of 
the condition of Egypt, and have had no 
more to do with it than the Zulus; and yet 
they are made the victims of a taxation, 
tyranny, and torture that seem shocking 
when one remembers the reiterated boast of 
English devotion to justice and love of fair 
play. The Khedive of Egypt seems to have 
combined in his person to an eminent degree 
the three characteristics of the spendthrift, 
the debauchee, and the tyrant, and was 
enabled to act the three roles without dan- 
ger, as he was the ruler of the most igno- 
rant, squalid, and helpless people on earth. 
By his monstrous excesses, his personal greed, 
and his criminal misrule, he sdon plunged 
not only himself, but the whole country, 
though one of the most fertile in the world, 
into hopeless bankruptcy. To save them- 
selves, his two principal creditors, England 
and France, took upon themselves the ad- 
ministration of his revenues, and demanded 
that he should appoint a receiver acceptable 
to them. He selected Nunan Pasna, a for- 
eiguer, made him a Minister in his Cabinet, 
and turned over to him his personal property 
and the revenues of the Government. Nonan 
Pasua had been in authority but a short 
time wLen the Khedive quarreled with him 
and dismissed him, and immediately made 
the extraordinary proposition that he would 
be his own receiver. The two creditors 
squelched this proposition instanter, and 
sent their own receivers, who were reluct- 
antly accepted by him, and made Ministers 
in his Cabinet under the pressure of the fol- 
lowing joint Note: 

The Governments of France and England ac- 
cept the expression of the determination of the 
Khedive to conform to their decisions, and take 
note thereof. It is understood that the Khedive 
is not, under any circumstances, to assist at the 
deliberations of ane Nee Prince TEwrix 


Pas is to be appointe l President of the Council: 
the two European members of the Council are to 


have the right of conjointly imposing an absolute 


veto on all measures of which they may disap- 
prove. In consideration of these concessions, the 
two Powers will abstain from insisting upon the re- 
turn to office of Nusparn Pasa, who has himself 
declared that he does not desire to form part any 
longer of the Cabinet, except at the personal re- 
quest of the Khedive. Lis Highness will under- 
stand the serious responsibility which he has as- 
sumed by giving rise to these new arrangements, 
and the gravity of the consequences to which he 
wonid expose himself if be should not prove able 
to insure their complete execution, andif difficul- 
ties shouid arise subsequently to interfere with the 
progress of the Government, or if public order 
should be disturbed. *’ 

This was tantamount to a direct notifica- 
tion to the Khedive that, unless he yielded to 
the demands of England and, France, he 
would be dethroned, and he yielded, and 
installed the English and French represente- 
tives in power. 

How much better off are the miserable 
Egyptians under the new regime? Before 
its inauguration they were subjected to the 
fleecing of one Power; now, of three; and, 
under the pressure of their combined merui- 
less exactions, their resources have been 
exhausted and famine is sweeping them off 
by thousands. Added to the cruel industry 


an unprecedented hight,‘ spreading utter 
ruin throughout the valley; but still the tax- 
gatherers, urged on by England and France, 
continue their remorseless work among the 
starving and dying, and add the horrors of 


the lash to extort from the wretched fella- 


heen their miserable pittance, which is nec- 
essary to them to meet the demands of actual 
existence. Such cruel taxation was never 
known before. The rate por head is $10, 
with the rental paid to the landlords added 
on, and, of this, eight-tenths goes out of the 
country,—seven-tenths to the bondholders 
and another tenth to the Sultan of Turkey, 
to the British Government on account of the 
Suez Canal, and to the two receivers, who 
represent the French and English Govern- 
ments. Of this debt, the Egyptian people 
never cantracted a cent. They are no more 
responsible for it than the people of En- 
gland. They have never received any benefit 
from it. It is the legacy of a despotic ruler 
who has spent the money for his own prof- 
ligate purposes; and now these poor victims, 
in the midst of starvation, who had endured 
the miseries of Turkish misrule, who had 
suffered from the vices of the Khedive's 
rule, and managed to survive it, are reduced 
to absolute ruin and death by the power of 
the great Governments of England and 
France, which is brought into operation to 
squeeze out of the living and dying the last 
cent of a debt for which they were never 
responsible. It is no wonder that even the 
London Saturday Review, which is friendly 
to the English Ministry, declares that the 
present regime is the worst of all the bad 
Oriental Governments, and that the Spectator 
indignantly exclaims: * Slanghtering Zulus, 
shooting Afghans, crushing South Bul- 
garians, expelling Armenians, have not we 
English enough to answer for without strip- 
ping Egyptians of the last means of life? 
If we will not govern them, or let France 
govern them, or allow the Khedive to govern 


them, at least let us suffer them to live.” 


SUSPICIOUS LEGISLATION. 

When the new Constitution was adopted, 
the intention was that thereafter all special 
legislation would cease; that the General 
Assembly having general laws only to enact, 
the sessions would be short. It was never 
expected that outside the appropriations the 
number of bills would ever exceed twenty, 
and it was supposed that these would be dis- 
posed of briefly. The cutting off of special 
legislation by the Constitution was expected 
to remove all possibilities of corruption, both 
on the part of members and on the part of 
those seeking special privileges. It was sup- 
posed that the special oath of members 
against bribery, and the prohibilion of special 
legislation, would put an @nd to the scandals 
and abuses which bad disgraced legislative 
bodies, 

Notwithstanding all these safeguards and 
protections provided by the Constitution, the 
number of bills proposed at this session of 
the Legislature reaches nearly 1,500. A 
member disposed to be corrupt has only to 
introduce a bill threatening to destroy the 
business of some trade or corporation, and, 
sending a copy of the bill to the persons 
threatened, await negotiations for the sup- 
pression of the bill by the author. So well 
was this kind of legislation understood that, 
when bills were introduced in the Senate 
and House to fix and regulate the price of 
gas to be charged by the gas companies in 
Chicago, the presamption that they were 
a notice to the companies to negotiate 
was extended, it seems unwarrantably, to a 
supposition that the gas companies had 
treated, and that, placing $5,000 where it 
would do the most good, the gas companies 
had obtamed an assurance that no hostile 
legislation would be permitted. 

Nobody now believes that the gas com- 
panies did anything of the kind. Mr. 
GranGer’s vindication settles that question, 
but the presumption arising from the intro- 
duction of such bills, particularly when the 
bills are never prosecuted to a passage, is so 
strong that in this one case it came near 
putting Mr Grancrr under a cloud, and has 
sent one man to jail for simply hearing the 
suspicion. Members cannot be too circum- 
spect in the language they use for titles to 
their bills, lest they give to strangers the im- 
pression that the introduction of the bills are 
simply notices to those interested to come 
down — to Springfield. 

Mr. Grancer has himeelf testified to his 
authorship of several bills, to which we have 
added several others not mentioned by him. 
Here are the titles or purport of some of 
them :

Though every pre- 
caution is taken to make the work secure and 
prevent a toppling of the monument, the means 
ot discovering such a toppling, if one oc 
curs, sre uot neglected. Levels are taken 
twice a day at the four corners, and 
a wire plumb-line falls over 150 feet 
from the top to the bottom of the monument, 
the plumb-bob weighing twenty pounds being 
suspended in molasses to prevent vibrations 
after the movement which the bob indicates has 
ceased. If the mouument moves iv any direc- 
tion a distance equal to the thickvess of a sheet 
of paper, it will be readily discovered. When 
all these trenches have bern dug and filled the 
base of the monument will be incased in a 
foundation of stone, resting on incompressible 
sand, aml its weight will be distributed over 
15,876 square feet, instead of 6,400 square feet, 
as at present. This new base will extend eigbt- 
een feet under the outer edge of the founda- 
tion, and five fect under the outer face of the 
shaft at its lower joint. The centre of the 
monument will also be supported by a mass of 
concrete, the excavations for which will be made 
when the central trenches are dug, as the latter 
will be carried from one side of the monument 
to the other. To lock the old foundation with 
the new, and distribute the pressure more uni- 
formly, a supporting mass of concrete, like a 
continuous series of buttresses, is to be carried 
from the upper surface of the new foundation 
up and under the outer portions of the shaft.

ures. There was a well-sustained activity in 
the city and country demand, and sales reached 
a large aggregate, prices continuing frm. Gro- 
ceries were active and unchanged, ‘There was a 
firm market for all of the leading staples; in- 
deed, none of the articles in the list showed posi- 
tive weakness. Butter remains dull, witb prices 
weak and unsettled for all grades excepting 
choice. Cheese also is tending downward, un- 
der liberal and increasing receipts and a re- 
stricted demand. Ia the dried fruit mar- 
ket there was little change. A 
good demand existed and prices 
were uniformly well sustained. There was a 
fair movement in Jake and saltwater cured fish, 
at about steady prices. Oils, paints, and colors 
were in good demand, and were quoted as be- 
fore, turpentine being very firm. Leather re- 
mains dull and firm. The coal-market was re- 
ported dull. Prices were nominally unchanged, 
through there was more or less shading all 
around. . 

Lumber was unchanged, being in fair demand 
at the yards, and the inquiry for cargoes was 
licht. The receipts, it is expected, will be 
rather liberal this week. Wool and broomcorn 
were steady. Seeds were in better request and 
firm, timothy being higher, on account cf 
meagre supplies. Hay was steady, No. 1 timo 
thy being most salable and somewhat firmer. 
The sales of hides were made at slightly im- 
proved prices on fine lots, the regular dealers 
being the principal buyers. Green fruits were 
in good local demand and steady. Oranges 
were firm, and reported to be relatively higher 
East than here. Poultry was in fair demand at 
former prices. Eggs weakened under heavy ar- 
rivals, with the demand less active. 

Rail freights were quoted at 20c on grain to 
New York, We to Boston, and 18c to Philadel- 
phia. It is claimed that the railroad companies 
are not making contracts at any figure below 
these rates. : : 

Lake freights are nominal, 6c and ge being 
the asking rates on corn and wheat to Buffalo. 
There is very little demand.

The annual statement of the Northwestern 
Lumberman gives the following totals of the 
quantity of lumber manufactured in the North- 
west in 1878, and the stocks of logs and lumber 
left over.

The total of shingles manufactured in the 
Northwest was 1,883,608,450 in 1878, of which 
274,428,570 were left over. 

These figures show that the manufacture of 
both lumber and shingles was smaller than in 
the two years immediately preceding 1578. 

LARD. 

Messrs. W. J. Wilcox & Co., of New York, 
have issued their annual circular, giving leading 
items in regard to the manafacture, shipment, 
and stocks of lard on hand, from which the fol- 
lowing is extracted: Total manufacture in the 
East and West, from March 1, 1878, to March 1, 
1879, were 1,447,100 tierces, against 1,255,100 
tierces during the previous twelve months, 
showing an increase of 192,000 tierces. ‘The ex- 
ports during the year ending March 1, 1879, were 
996,132 tierces, against 903,108 tierces during 
the previous twelve months, an increase of 93,-

Mr. Onahan said that all of them were so 


familiar with the work of the Little Sisters of 
the Poor that it was unnecessary to dwell upon 


it. It sufficed to state their necessities. They 
already supported about forty aged people, and 
it was believed that if they had the accommoda- 
tions they would dave over 200 applicants. Eu- 
couraged by the assistance they had already re- 
veived, aud by the utterances of the late lament- 
ed Bishop Foley, the Sisters had obtained 
a site and proceeded to erect a building. 
They bad got this started, and had the founda- 
tions and one story completed. At the pre- 
vious meeting the idea of a picnie had been sug- 
gested, but he understood from the Mother Su- 
rior that the Geveral Superior objected to 
olding a pienic, as nut being a proper means of 
raising funds. 

Commissioner Bradley, from the committee 
appointed at a previous meeting to make in- 
quiries as to the practicability of obtaining 
grounds and bolding a picnic, reported that the 
owner of Ogden’s Grove would let them have 
the grounds for $40, or with the privilege of the 
refreshment stand for $75. Certain arrange- 
ments could also be made for a percentage on 
the games to be had, such as a “‘ wheel of for- 
tune, etc. The date named was June 24, and 
the meeting must decide what would be best. 

A committec of two was appointed to obtain 
the views of the Mother Superior. It proved 
that she iavored a fair rather than a picnic. ‘it 
would require $20,000 to finish the new house 
and the picnic would probably realize but a sma! 
sum. : 

Mr. McAuley was satisfied with a vicnic pro- 
vided it could be held within the city limits. 

Mr. McDonald was iu favor of a fair, or ber- 
haps three—one to be held in each division. 

Commissioner Bradley thought a fair, if heid 
in the hot weather, would produce very little. 
if they were going to have one at all it would 
be best to have it in June.

THE KNIFE. 


A Brutal Attack upon a Young Man, 

Some summary justice must surely be meted 
out to the murderous villains in this city who 
are in the habit of using a knife upon the slight- 
est provocation. Stabbing affrays have been 
most frequent for the past month or two. Last 
evening, at about 6:30, two young workingmen 
named Harry Clark and Theodore Riess, 
who bad hired a horse 
at a ilivery-stable, intending to have a 
few bours of pleasure, stopped at the saloon of 
Ignatz Hasterlik, No. 364 West Chicago avenue, 
in order to have some beer. Upon entering the 
place, a number of saloon-bummers and thieves, 
who had been hanging about the place all the 
afternoon, insisted that he should. treat them to 
drinks, and, be refusing, they endeavored 
to prevent his companion and himself 
from drinking. The conduct of these lunch- 
fiends became s0 obnoxious that young 


Riess gave his companion a wink, and started 
out the back door hoping, to escape the crowd. 
He had just reached the sidewalk and jumped 
into the buggy, when his action was noticed by 
one of the gang named William Weisner, who 
ran out of the saloon and seized the horse by 
the head. At the same time Riess was given 
the alternative of setting up the drinks 
for the gang or of fighting his way out 
of the difficulty prepared for dim. 
He made repiy by striking at Weisner with the 
whip. He then consented to fight, and got 
down upon the sidewalk. The encounter was 
short, and decidedly against Weisner, until bis 
companions, seeing that be was getting the worst 
of it, started to interfere. Riess was on the 
alert for this, and started at once torun. When 
only about 200 feet away he was overhauled 
by some of the gang, one of whom stabbed him 
three times in the small of the back. Weisner 
was not one of bis assailants at tuis time, for as 
he was trying to regain the sidewalk Weisner 
met him, and gave him a stunning blow on the 
right eye. ‘The assailants then ran off. Weisner 
was captured some hours later and was locked 
up in the Chicago-Avenue Station. The 
injured Riess was taken to tue home 
of his parents at No. 574 North Franklin 
street, where he was attended by Dr. 
Hoffman. ‘bree wounds were found close 
together about the small of the back and to the 
right of the spine. They had bled profasely, 
and were evidentiy quite dcep. The weapoa 
used was undoubtedly a common pocket-knife. 
He suffered considerable pain along the right 
side. His vhysician had hopes of a recovery, 
although all three wounds were of a very serious 
nature. 

At un early hour this morning the police were 
still looking for the assassin. All the men im- 
plicated pretend that they were all strangers to 
euch other until the affair occurred, and feign 
ignorance,

GEN. GRANT. 


The Journeying of Our Ex-Presi- 
dent in India. 


His Stay at Bombay—How He Ruined 
That City— Reception at the Gov- 
ernment House. 

From Allahabad to Renares---Military Reviews, 
Dinners, Billiards, and rig - 
Sticking.“ 


Correspondence New York Herald. 

JUBBALPOOR, Feb. 21.—Life in Bombay grew 
to be almost home life under the genial huspi- 
tality of our hosts on Malabar Point. Al- 
though we haa been a week in Bombay, there 
was so much of Europe about us that we could 
not make up our minds that we were in India. 
Much of the prosperity of Bombay—which you 
see in large, majestic stores, in colleges, espla- 
nades, and wharves—came from our American 
War. It is odd,” said an Englishman, “that 
Bombay and Gen. Grant should be face to face, 
for the General ruined Bombay.“ 

HOW GRANT RUINED BOMBAY. 

Then came the story of the cotton mania 
which raged during the American War. The 
cessation of the cottou supply of the United 
States threw Engiand back upon India and 
Egypt. The year before our War Bombay ex- 
ported about $26,000,000 worth of cotton. Dur- 
ing the War the average yearly export was over 
$100,000,000. Here was a gain to Bombay in 
four years of $350,000,000, and this sudden ad- 
dition to the wealth of the city engendered 
every form of speculation. If people had rea- 
soned they would have known that, what- 
ever way the War ended,—whether the 
North or South won,—the close would have 
been the revival of the cotton crop 
and an end of these false values. But the gam- 
bler never reasons, and Bombay, according to 
one of the historians of the panic, believed that 
the genius of Lee and the stubborn valor 
of the soldiers” would make the war last for a 
longer time. A good deal of this confidence 
was due to the tone of the London press on the 
American war, which, when read now in the cold 
light of logical and veritable events, represents 
the lowest point ever reached in the degrada- 
tion of journalism. The Bombay merchant read 
his English newspaper and believed it, and con- 
tinued to gamble. Banks were estab- 
lished,—sbipping and iron companies, 
financial associations, land com panies, 
reclamation schemes, railway com- 
paoies, spinning and weaving, companies in gas, 
coffee, cotton, oil, and brick. Six hundred per 
cent was a fair return for one’s investments in 
those days, and I suppose no city fn the world 
was so prosperous as Bombay in 1865. If Lee 
and Grant bad fought a twenty years’ campaign 
this might have continued. But in the spring 
of 1865 a telegram came announcing that 
Lee had surreudered, and Bombay collapsed. 
The companies went to the wall. A firm of 
Parsee merchants tailed for $15,000,000, and be- 
fore the end of the year there was not one 
company remaining of the hundred wich had 
arisen during the War. And all coming from 
a telegram which, in the afternoon of 
April 9, 1865, Gen. Grant, sitting on a stone 
by the wayside of Appomatox, wrote in pen- 
cil in bis memorandum book: “The Army of 
Northern Virginia surrendered to me this after- 
noon.“ The year 1865 is known as the year of 
panic, insanity, and bankruptcy. I have heard 
stories of that mad time from many who were 
here and saw it. Those days of mania were days 
vf splendor for Bombay in many ways, and‘it 
was pointed out that all the magnificent build- 
ings which strike your eye on landing came 
from the men who were mad with the cotton 


mania. 
SIGHT-SEEING. 

There was a visit to the English man-of-war 
Euryolus, the flagship of the English squadron 
in India. “Admiral Corbett received the General, 
and on his leaving the vessel fired twenty-one 
guns. There was a visit to the Elephanta Caves, 
one of the sights in India. 

‘ur visit to Elephanta was a kind of picnie. 
2 we have seen iu India thas far has a 

rince of Wales value, if 1 may use the ex- 
pression. You are taken to see things because 
the Prince of Wales saw them on bis tour. It 
is remembered thatthe Prince came to the caves 
and dined in the halls consecrated in the Hindoo 
eyes to sacred memories. There were illumina- 
tions and fireworks, and the night was so warm 
that vo one enjoyed the dinner. We have a 
cooling breeze coming in from the Indian 
Ocean, and as we slowly climb easy flights of 
steps we have an almost naked retinue of Hin- 
doos, in various stages of squalor, asking alms 
and offering to sell us gold beetles. 

There was a visit to the schoot of a Parsee 
gentleman whose hobby is education. Our Par- 
see Triend had spent a good deal of money on 
his school; and as the education of wo man is 
something new and startling to the Indian 
mind it was interesting to see the progress of 
the experiment. We visited the school in the 
afternoon of Feb. 17, and were received by the 
scholars and teachers rising and singing the En- 
glish uational anthem. One of the scholars, a 
voung lady of 15, recited one of Macaulay’s 
lays; another, the advice of Polonius 
to his son. The accent was peculiar 
and it was difficult to adjust the Oriental 
twisting of the syllables to an American ear. 
The first impression was that the scholars were 
speaking a foreign tonguc; but in a moment or 
two we decame accustomed to it. The recita- 
tions were well done, especially Polomus to 
Laertes, a speech more apt to impress the 
Oriental gry — proverbsand metaphors, 
than the fiery Clanging verses of Macaulay. 
There was music — an exposition of needle- 
work and embroidery. The students looked 
graceful in their embroidered jackets and caps, 
and, although it was very warm, and the room 
in which the school was gathered was op- 
pressive and inconvenient, our visit was inter- 
esting. 

RECEPTION AT THE GOVERNMENT HOUSE. 

On Mondays the General was entertained in 
state at the Goverement House at Malabar 
Point. The Hon. James Gibbs, the member of 
the Council who acted as Governor in the ab- 
sence of Sir Richard Temple, oresided, and at 
the close of the dinner the company drank the 
health of the General. In response the General 
referred to the kindness he had received in 
India, which was only renewing the kindness 
shown him all over Europe, and which he ac- 
cepted as an evidence of the good will which 
really existed between Englishmen and Ameri- 
canf, and which was to his mind the best assur- 
ance of peace fur all nations. After the 
dinner the General received a large num- 
ber of the native merchants and gentie- 
men of Bombay. It seemed odd to our 
American eyes that mercbants and geutlemen 
should be asked to come in at the end of a 
feast and not to take part. But this exclusion 
is their own wish. Many of these merchants 
and gentlemen belong to castes who look on 
the food of the Europeans as uoclean, who be- 
lieve in the sacredness of life and will uot eat 
animal food, and who could not sit at the table 
with the General without losing caste. These 
men will meet you in business, will serve you 
in -various ways, but their religion prevents 
their sharing your table. So the invitation to 
the natives to meet the General was fixed at an 
hour when dinner was over. 

THE GENERAL RECEIVES THE NATIVES. 

They came in groups—Hindoos, Arabs, Par- 
sees, native officers—in uniforms, in quaint, 
flowing costumes. The General stood at the 
bead of the hallway, with Mr. Gibbs and Maj. 
Rivett-Carnac, the Governor's Military Secre- 
tary. As each native advanced he was present- 
ed to the General with some word of bistory or 
compliment from Mr. Gibbs. ** This is 8o-and- 
So, an eminent Brahmin scholar, who stands 
high amvung our barristers:”’ or, Tuis is So 
and-So, a Parsee merchant, who has done 
a great deal of gooa to Bombay, and 
has been knighted for his services by 
the Queen;” or, “This is the oldest 
Arab merchant;” or, “This is a gallant 
officer in our native cavalry;“ or, this is the 
leading diamond merchant in Bombay, a Hindoo 
gentleman, one ot the richest in India.” As 
each of them advanced it was with folped hands, 
as in prayer, or saluting by touching the breast 
and brow in the submissive, graceful, bendi 
Way. so Strange to our eyes. Here were meu o 
many races. — the Parsee from Persia, the Arab 
from Cairo, whose ancestors may have ridden 
with Omar; the Brahmio of a holy caste, in 
whose veins runs the stainless bloud of Indian 
nobility, descendant of men who were priests 
aud rulers ages before England had risen from 
her clouds of barbarism. 

This dinner at Malabar Point closed our visit 
After the reception of the native 
gentlemen and merchants, e General strolled 
over to his bungalow, and, sitting on the veran- 


dah looking out upon the ocean, he sat and con- 


versed for along time with Mr. Gibbs, Maj. 
Cormack r. Borie, and the gentlemen of the 
household. It was our last night in Bombay, 
and so many things were to be talkea about, the 
English in India, and the strange romance of 
their governing India. It is in conversations 
such as these where you meet gifted men, 
charged with great trusts, full of their work, 
and familiar with it, that travel bas its 
advantages, and especially to one in the position 
of Gen. Grant. Himself a commander of men 
and ruler of a nation, it is instructive to com- 
pare notes with men like those he meets fu 
India, who are charged with the rule of an em- 
pire. 
THE FAREWELL TO BOMBAY. 

On Tuesday we left Bombay. The day was 
very warm—oppressively warm. We bad an 
idea of what micht be feſt in au Indian summer. 
The General drove into town and made some 
farewell calls. At 5 he left Government House 
in a state carriage. accompanied by Maj. Carnac, 
who represented Gov. Temple, and escorted by 
a squadron of cavalry. Ou arriving at the sta- 
tion there was a guard of honor of native in- 
fantry drawn up, which presented arms 
and lowered colors. All theVeading men of the 
Bombay Government—Parsee and native mer- 
chants; our Consul, Farnnam, whose kindness 
to us was untiring; Mr. Gibbs, and all he mem- 
bers of the Government household—were pres- 
ent. In a few minutes the signal for leavin 
was made, and, the Nene thanking his g 
friends of Malabar Point, the train pushed off 
ainid cheers and salutes of we military. 

FROM AGRA TO BENARBS. 


Benargs, March 9.—On the morning of our 
departure from Benares for Calcutta, I bave 
just time to give you a brief account of our 
jourpeyings since the Ad of February, when we 
eft Allabhabad for Agra. We arrived at Agra ou 
the 23d, all well. Next vie we visited Jeypore, 
where the General was received by che Maharajah 
in state at the station. Next morning the party 
were treated to an elephant ride to the ancient 
city ot Ambur. In the after the General re- 
turned the visit of the Mabarajah of Jeypore at 
the palace. The ceremonies were of Oriental 
magniticence. The Mabarajab and the General 
played billiards, and the General was beaten. 
Col. Grant was invited to a pig-sticking,“ and 
succeeded in kiliing two boars and some ante- 
lopes. Next day we visited the Maharajah of 
Bnurtpoor, who received the General ct the sta- 
tion with troops, and accompanied him to the 
palace. The evening was spent iu a bungalow 
among the ruins of Futtipuhr Sekri 
We returned to Agra, and on the 2th 
a dinner was given to the General by 
the British residents. The General received a 
telegram trom Lord Lytton, who informed him 
that he will remain in Calcutta in order to re- 
ceive him. ‘The trip so far was very interesting. 
Yhe English and native authorities have vied 
with eacn other in proffering honors and atteu- 
tions. 

On the evening of the 28th the General and 
party were entertained by the Club of Agra, 
wheu 100 guests were present. Ihe General 
made a speech and referred to the hospitalities 
he had received in India, saying that nothing 
could be dearer to his heart or more con- 
ducive to civilization than the harmony and 
union of the Anglo-Saxon races. We left 
for Delhi on the morning of the Ist of March. 
Troops were formed in line at the station, and 
the guns of the fort fired a salute of 21 
guns as we passed out. We reached Delhi in 
the afternoon. 

Again troops and salutes. We spent the re- 
mainder of tue day in visiting the forts and 
mosques. Next morning we visited the Kootah 
column, where the General was shown over the 
lines ot defense and sicge during the mutiny. 
We arrived at Lucknow on the morning of the 
5th, and the General was guest of Commis- 
siouer Capper. in the evening a ball was given 
at the Club House, and was attended by all the 
residents. 

VISITING THE HISTORIC SPOTS OF THE MUTINY. 


The General examined minutely all the his- 
toric spots consecrated during the mutiny,—the 
Residency, the tombs of Laurence and Have- 
lock, and other heroes. ‘lhe General was pre- 
vented visiting Cawnpore by the lateness of the 
period of his Indian visit. invitations from 
various Manarajabs were declined for the same 
reason. On the morning of the 8th we leit 
Lucknow for Benaris. ‘The scene of our depart- 
ure was brilliant, striking, and Oriental. All 
the British officers under Gen. Chamberlain 
were at the station, and a line of fiity 
elepbants, drawn up at one side, were inspected 
by the General, A battalion of European 
troops formed a guard of honor. As the 
General depaated the guard gave a royal salute, 
dropping colors, the band playing Hail Colum- 
bia, and a battery of artillery in an adjoining 
field firing twenty-one guds. At the various 
stations on the railway British officers attended 
with guards and paid their respects to the party. 
We reached Benares at 10 o’ciock in the even- 
ing and were received by a guard of honor, the 
road to the house of the Commissioner being il- 
luminated, making a beautiful and brillant 
spectacie. At 6 o’clock next morning the Gen- 
eral, with Commissioner Daniel, made a visit to 
the old temples, and, taking a boat, saiied along 
the Ganges River front studying the extraordl- 
nary spectacle. We leave on the 9th for Cal- 
cutta.

Hewitt, Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee in 1876, said to a Il R1IBUNE reporter 
to-day: 1 have no special information upon 
which I can base an opinion as to who will be 
the candidates for the Presidency in 1880. 
The issues now before the country 
may change, and in that case persons not at 
present in view will spring up as possible candi- 
dates. To persons who think as I do, a great 
wrong has been done the Vemocratic party and 
Mr. Tilden. The proper candidates of 
that party for the next Presidency 
are now Tilden and Hendricks. They 
incarnate that idea, but, aside from the fact 
that Tilden was wronged in 1876, he has no claim 
to the nomination next year. With respect to 
Gen. Grant, my observations in Washington and 
conversation with Republicans lead me to be- 
lieve that at present he is looked upon as the 
strongest man in view to be nowinated by the 
Republican party. 1 think it certain that, if a 
Convention of that party were held to-morrow, 
he would be the nominee; yet it is not at all 
unlikely new issues will bring up a stronger 
man. The issues now before Congress are of 
the greatest importance, and almost everything 
connected with the next campaign depends upon 
their treatment. The question of free elections 
is that of the greatest importance. I consider 
I planted the present issues defore 
the country. The Government at Wasn- 
ington has no right to interfere witn 
the States in the matter of elections. 
The Army Approoriation bill was in my charve. 
It did not refer to the use of troops at the 
polls, and I moved the amendment in the 
House. It the session had been two days longer, 
1 believe the bill so amended would have 
been passed. But, unfortunately, the 4th of 
March came too soon. I hope if the bill is 
passed President Hayes will not vetoit. If he 
should veto it, then will arise tLe issues of the 
next Presidential campaign. The candidates of 
the two great parties will undoubtedly be 
men identitied with, those issues, and 
the canvase will certainly be conducted 
with spirit, and perhaps with much bitterness. 
In framing the present issues before Congress, I 
not only consulted my own political sentiments, 
but also the pecessity of getting rid of the harm- 
ful financial question, which was injuring the bust- 
ness of the country by depriving men of con- 
fidence, aud hence lessening enterprise. That 
question is passing rapidly from view, and 
everything is settling upon “a firm monetary 
basis.”’ 

**Suppose,”’ Mr. Hewitt,‘ new and overshadow- 
ing political issues do not grow out of the present 
Congressional difficulties,and that Mr. Tilden con- 
tinues to be, as at present, the logical candi- 
date of the Democratic party for the Presi- 
dency, is his heaith likely to prevent bim from 
being such a candidate! is it true be bas re- 
cently suffered a stroke of paralysis?” 

“It is not true. I saw him to-day, at Gen. 
Taylor’s funeral, for the orst time in six 
weeks. His color was good, and be 
walked firmly and briskly. It seems to 
me be is in better health than since 
1870. Within twenty vears I have several times 
thought Mr. Tilden was going to break down, 
but have been deceived each time. There is less 
reason to believe he will break down before the 
campaign of 1880 than there was that be would 
under the labors of 1876.”

THE NEGRO EXODUS. 


Senator Windom’s Views.The Movement 
Not the Result of Political Action, but of 
a Desire to Escape from Oppression—A 
Temporary Injury bat an Uitimate Bene. 
fit to the South. 

By telegraph to New York Tribune. 

Wasuincton, D. C., April 10.—Senator Win- 
dom has made a more recent and careful study 
of the race probiem in this country than any 
other man in public life, and the following 
ovinions, expressed by him in conversation to- 
day with a correspondent of the Tribune, touch- 
ing the underlying causes and the results of the 
present negro exodus from the South, will be 
read with the interest which the importance of 
the subject and Senator Windom’s familiarity 
with it awaken. 

„What is the origin of the exodus?” asked 
the representative of the Tribune. Does it 
s priug from among the colored people them- 
selves, or is it a device of their friends in Wash- 
ington and the North to improve their condi- 


tion?’ ' 

“T am confident,’’ said the Senator in reply, 
that it originated wholly among themselves at 
the South, and that it was not inspired or stimu- 
lated by any outside influences. The movement 
is a touching and powerful protest against op- 
pression and wrong; a spontaneous expression of 
despair from a people whose condition is too 
intolerable for longer endurance. In some 
parts of the South these people have for vears 
been the victims of a despotism more crue] und 
relentless than was ever endured by the citizens 
of any other nation pretending to be free, 
Entitled to all the rights and privileges of 
American citizens, and yet persecuted, whipped, 
murdered, driven from their homes, and 
subjected to the most infamous barbarisms 
if they presumed to exercise the dearest 
rights of citizenship, is it surprising they 
have resoly.d to leave their wretched homes, 
which afford neither security for the present 
nor hope for the future, and brave any peril and 
deprivation rather thau repeat the terrors and 
sufferings of the past? It is possible that po- 
litical oppression alone would not have driven 
them to this act of desperation; but, when 
cheated out of the results of their labor, de- 
prived of the chance to earu a living, and threat- 
ened with practical slavery, they can see no ter- 
rors on the untried plains of the West at all 
comparable to the hopeless wretchedness of 
their present condition.”’ 

Ho far does the movement spread among 
the colored peorle ? ” ö 

The feeling which has produced the exodus 
from Mississippi and Louisiana pervades the 
Cotton States, but is much more intense in 
those localities where the prosecutions and op- 
pressions have been greatest. Since my resolu- 
tion of inquiry was vublisbed, some three 
months ago, I have received a great many let- 
ters from all parts of the South, and they uni- 
formly express the one desire, viz: to get away 
from their present homes and go to some 
viace where their liyes, liberty, and property 
will be secure, and where their Constitutional 
rights will be respected. I am sure this feeling 
is very widespread, and that it ts daily becoming 
stronger and more determined. In many parts 
of the South emigration societtes have been 
formed for the purpose of preparing for a 
general exodus where they can find the means 
and the opportunity to go.” 

“Ig the present exodus from Mississippi the 
result of a concerted plan which extends to 
other parts of the South!“ 

“No. i think there is no concerted plan and 
no general organization among them for this 
purpose. A common wretchedness and dispair 
has created a common desire to go, which ia 
some piaces has found expressiou in a general 
stampede such as that on the Lower Mississippi 
River, while in others it is evincing more discre- 
tion in the organization of the local emigration 
societies to which I have referred.”’ 

Is this movement on the part of the colored 
people — by apy partisan political motive 


or purpose 

None whatever, so far as I know. I have 
no doubt the accession of the Demoeratic 
party to power in all the Southern States, 
and in bofh Houses of Congress, has 
stimulated it very considerably. The negro 
knows that the solidification of the South, 
and the revival uuder the new name of 
‘home rule’ of the old secession doctrine 
of State Sovereignty, means either hie extinc- 
tion or his entire subjugation to the will of 
his old masters. He knows that for the present 
the sceptre bas passed from the hands of his 
friends in Congress, and that during the two 
years of Democratic ascendency no effort will 
be spared to tighten his chains and reduce him 
to still more servile condition, if this be possi- 
bie. He hears rumors of intended changes in 
State Constitutions, and of the repeal of 
United States laws which were passed 
for the protection of his liderte and 
the enforcement of his rights: ‘and he 
thinks the time ma not be distant 
when the auction-block will be again reinstated 
as one of the institutions of the South. Indeed. 
he has already seen it reinstated in some locaji- 
ties, where the services of colored men have 
been sold for a certain period of time for the 
liquidation of debts, real or fictitious, anu they 
are unable to see why, if a man may be sold for 
— iu ouths or a year, he may not be sold for 

e. 

What effect will the movement bave on the 
condition of affairs at the South, both political 
and industrial?“ 

“That is a difficult question; but, as I have 
very decided opinions with regard to it, I will 
venture to state them very brieily. Assuming 
that the movement is to go on, as it certainly 
will unless checked by a better treatment of 
the colored race, its first effect may prove detri- 
mental to the industrial interests of the South, 
but its ultimate results will be 
very advantageous. The migration of a 
small percentage of the black population from 
those districts where they are now most numer- 
ous would remove from the whites the fear of 
‘negro rule,’ which they regard as the direst 
evil that can befall them, and to prevent which 
they have organized upon the color line.’ 
It is in these districts that the White Liners, 
the Ku-Klux, and the Nigut-Riders have plied 
their shocking barbarisms for the purpose 
of terrorizing the colored citizen, and there- 
by preventing him from exercising his political 
rights. If this dread of ‘negro rule’ was with- 
drawn by the exodus of a portion of the colored 
people, the ‘color line’ would soon disappear 
from the politics of the South, because there 
would be no inducement to maintain it, and 
with its disappearance political parties would 
reorganize upon other issues, and the 
would soon become an important factor in the 
party politics of that section. This would 
go far to restore peace and order at the South, 
und thereby to invite the capital and enterprise 
of the world to come in and develop her almost 
unequalled resources. Capital and enterprise 
will never go there so long as the lives and oro- 
perty and political rights of her industrial 
classes are as insecure as they are at present. It
